There is one feature of the Mesilla valley, 
New Mexico,says a correspondent of the Globe- 
Democrat, which the Americans have decided 
to retain from the ancient civilization of this 
valley, and that is the adobe. The sun-dried 
bricks of mud will continue to be the building 
material. They make a house that is warm in 
the winter, if the cool season can be called 
that, and,what is of greater consideration,they 
keep out the heat of the Junesun. Theadobe 
which the American builds with is the adobe 
of the Mexican, but it would never be recog- 
nized. This Mexican brick is made eight 
inches wide by sixteen long, or nine inches by 
eighteen. Each course with the mortar raises 
the wall five inches. Adobes putin the wall 
cost $18 per .,thousand. Evidently here 
is a building material of much 
less cost than brick oF wood, 
The American in this country builds his walls 
thick and high. He lets into them deep, roomy 
closets and wardrobes. He plasters the mud 
bricks within and without, and he has a house 
which will stand for hundreds of years with 
less than the average expense for repairs. 
Some put shingle roofs over the adobe houses, 
but the solid mud which the Mexicans have 
used is preferred by many as being just as last- 
ing and much cooler than the wood. A mud 
roof must be examined occasionally tosee if in- 
sects have burrowed through it; but such leaks 
are repaired with more mud, and the covering 
which looks asif a good rain would wash it all 
away on shedding water season after sea- 
son. he residences of Armijo, McFie, Met- 
calf, Bull and dozens of others in the valley 
are neat looking without and prettily furnish- 
ed within. A visit to one ofthem is all that is 
necessary to convert the prejudiced new-comer 
to the use of the unjustly despised adobe. 
With wallsfrom two to three feet thick and 
ceilings eighteen feet high, with the adobes 
cleverly concealed beneath the plaster, these 
houses have a solid, handsome appearance. 


A RECREATION AND $8,000 A YEAR. 

The American pioneer of the Mesilla valley 
is Mr. J.T. Bull. After assisting to make it 
proper for the stars and stripes to float over 
this part of the country by marching to the 
City of Mexico, Mr. Bull started for Califor- 
nia in 1849. He got asfarasthe town of Me- 
silla and stopped. Behind the abode walls of 
his unpretentious store he carries a stock of 
goods equivalent to $250,000, but public inter- 
est in Mr. Bull lies rather in the direction of 
his vineyard and orchard, where he takes his 
recreation. Twenty years ago he set out his 
first grapes, and since then he has experi- 
mented and increased, until now he has a oe 
thirty acresin vinesand apple trees. From 
this place he derives a net income which, in 
good years, reaches $8,000. An adobe wall sur- 
rounds the little farm, and above it waves a 
hedge of osage which, before the end of June, 
had a new growth of six feet. 

He says the best varieties of apples for the 
valley are the belleflower, Khode Island green- 
ing, Spitzenbergen, and Pearmain. From his 
greenings he has picked specimens weighing 
seventeen, eighteen, and nineteen ounces. 
With the season but half over, the limbs in 
this orchard have begun to bend dangerously. 
Theonly drawback to fruitagein Mesilla is 
that the production isoften too great to be sus- 
tained. Thetrees stand in unbroken rows, 
and the owner says that such pests as borers 
are unknown. 

Speaking of his vines Mr. Bull says: “I 
have been trying the California plan of leaving 
them uncovered in winter, and I am not going 
to doit any more. I have lost seyeral thou- 
sand dollars by that experiment.”’ 

Mr. Bull turns the most of his fruit, his 
=o and peaches, into wine and brandy. 
And in making his wine he follows the old 
custom of having a man trample the grapes 
with bare feet. For his brandy he eads not 
water but the juice of grape to the pumice. It 
was here that Robert G. fngersoll, during his 
New Mexican experience, and John Alby, 
the cattle king, came, and sitting in the cool 
adobe warehouses, they tried the different 
vintages until the brilliant infidel was in- 
spired to write his wonderful apostrophe to 
**good liquor.”

MR. SHIELDS’S EXPERIMENTS. 
Visitors go to the Bull vineyard because it is 


the oldest in the valley, and,because its owner, 


taking up fruit culture for recreation, has 
made such a wonderful financial success of it. 
There. is another equally notable place, that 
now owned by Mr. R. G. Shields, the register 
of the United States land office. Mr. Shields 
is not only raising a great deal of fruit, but he 
s making experiments of interest to all fruit- 
owers. He has twelve acres in grapes, and 
1is ae, tive crop is above 100,000 pounds. 
He has been fting some of the choice varie- 
ties upon the hardy mission stock, and the re- 
sults are very pete or 5 

‘The advantage of this is,’”” Mr. Shields says, 
‘that while we get 4 cent @ pound for the mis- 
sion grape, the Muscatel and other choice va- 
rieties bring 8 céhts the season through. The 
black Hamburg, which ripens three weeks 
earlier than the others returh 20 centsa pound. 
Here is the Tokay, (Mr. Shields drew open the 
foliage,) a white grape with a pink tint. Those 
oe 1€8 Will weigh five pounds apiece, and 
will sell for $1.” ; 

Mr. Shields tells of picking pears which 
weighed sixteen ounces. “The Ben Davis 
appie,’’ he says, grows to perfection, and the 
George M, Loy, a Missouri variety, is another 
which seems Ategry ¢ | well adapted to the 
soil and climate. As for quinces and aspara- 
gus, they grow without cultivation or atten- 
tion in Mesilla.’’ 

This gentleman is testing the productive- 
ness of the ore | with 11,000 sweet potato 
plants. His neighbors tell him he will clear 
not less than $4,000 from this crop. Here the 
sweet potato, so far from being an uncertainty, 
is counted one of the sure things. 

Until the railroad came the Mesilla valley 
had only the surrounding demand of the min- 
ing camps and military posts for its products. 
And when the transportation problem seemed 
solved the valley found a Chinese wall thrown 
around it by the high rates imposed and the 
lack of facilities for shipping. Withthe sud- 
denly developed interest of the Santa Fe rail- 
road officers in these lands there is a strong 
probability thatthe Mesilla valley will be 
given an equal chance with California for 
reaching the eastern markets. That it has 
not had. Fruit and vegetables are transported 
from the Pacific slope to the east at rates far 
below what the Mesilla groweris given, and 
this is only half asfar. All these people ask 
is, not a proportionate rate, but an equal rate 
with California, and they are ready to compete 
with that famous region in the size and quali- 


ty of products.

Thus the roots receive 
the moisture and the vines and fruit escape a 
gee 9 Melons fit for a jubilee by the Lime 
Kiln club are grown in the valley, and the 
Mexicans have taught the Americans a trick 
which is worth something and at the same 
time testimony to the evenness and dry- 
ness of the climate, The Mesilla melons can 
be hung up in closely-fitting baskets so that 
there is almost no limit to their preservation. 
Today there was cut and setved in Las 
Cruces a watermelon which was plucked from 
the vines just twenty-two months ago; and it

was in taste and appearance as fresh as if it 
had ripened only Sarge bar | 

As the farmer of Mesilla never raises his 
voice in prayer for rain, so he does not have to 
look at he moon or study the clouds when hay- 
ing time comes around. He starts the mower 
in the alfalfa field whien the clover-like growth 
is in blossom, and he stacks the forage when it 
is cured exactly to his wish. There is no 
hurrying to get the start gof the black clouds 
no reopening of winrows or cocks 0 
daienaad haw. If the farmer here is in haste 
to market his alfalfa, he puts his baling 
chine to work in the field and hauls the c 
away to the cars without having had the 
trouble of stacking. 

BIG CROPS AND CORRESPONDING PROFITS. 

As soon as one crop ofalfalfa is on the nd 
the water is let on and ray spreads its wa 
over the field. Inacouple of days the fres 
sprouts have hidden the stubble and another 
crop is growing with a rapidity which is un- 
known in the clover fields further east. Only 
one product takes precedence over the alfalfa 
crop in 2 a of protit. That is, of course, the 
vineyard. The vines are planted eight feet 
apart and 860 to theacre. They stand without 
any support and bunch out 6 dwarf fruit 
trees. The stock grows to the size of a man’s 
leg. Every year the vines must be pruned 
back with a ruthless hand. They commence 
to bear from the first year, and at the end of 
five years will yield on an average 20 pounds 
to the vine. The price which the grapes of the 
most common variety (the mission) bring at 
the railroad depot for shipment is four cents. 
After at and alfalfa the onion crop ranks 
in profit. The yield is enormous, but more 
work is required, and this reduces the net 
profit below the fruit and the forage. Still the 
returns on onions when all is considered are 
such as to make an eastern farmer’s eyes 
bulge, 

FEATS OF IRRIGATION. 

The subject of conversation was the ease 
with which the wateris distributed through 
the valley. Several of the first citizens of Las 
Cruces were standing under the cottonwoods 
on the Alameda, as the tract now being cut up 
into ten-acre farms has been named. They 
were watching the work of a gang of Mexicans 
who were engaged in ditching the whole place 
in such a manner as to give each little farm its 
own stream for use as desired. One after an- 
other of the party had told what he had seen 
done in the way of irrigation, and the evidence 
had gone toshow that pretty much eve 
thing was possible with Rio Grande 
water, excepting, perhaps, the difficult 
feat of making it run up-hill. And 
as to that, one distinguished gentleman told of 
a farmer who had a field which was‘a couple of 
feet above his ditch, but actually succeeded in 
irrigating the higher level a : How 
did he do it? Thy, he had twelve healthy, 
frolicsome boys and girls. After studying over 
the problem for some time, he rigged up a 
home-made merry-go-round on the edge of the 
acquia, and the youngsters swung us in their 
on play water enough to irrigate the 

eld ' 


‘‘Gentlemen,” said Major Yon Patten, who 
is an old-timer,.“‘I can show you new-comers 
something that you ew never saw before 
in the way of irrigation. can take you toa 
place in this valley where three ditches on 
three different levels, going in different direc- 
tions, come to a common point, cross each 
other; and go on their ways.” 

A MILE AND A HALF BY HAND-CAR. 

That was a sight, and when the ‘ major said 
the place could be reached by a hand-car, 
which he would borrow from the railroad, the 
party was made up. 

‘It’s only a mile and a half,’’ said the ma- 
jor encourageingly, as Lawyer McFie, Editor 

etcalf and Capitalist Casey took their places 
at the pump handles. The car started off well 
and moved along through the midst of luxuri- 
ant vegetation. Ten minutes passed when 
Colonel Casey, looking out of the cornePof his 
eye, inquired: ‘‘How far did you say it was, 
major?” 

“A mile and a half,” replied the major 
promptly; ‘‘and we’ll have down grade all the 
way back.”’ 

It was the lawyer’ turn to grow inquisitive 
next, and then the editor, with a red face and 
a limp collar, feebly inquired of the major if 
he hadn’t lived among these mountains so 
long he’d lost all idea of distances. The mile 
and a half lengthened into six good American 
miles before the major said: “Put on the 
brakes. Here we are.’’ He was as good as his 
word, however, in regard to the ditches,and he 
showed the Las Cruces delegation one of the 
most interesting features of irrigation, the 
crossing of acquias on the different grades. 
Not far from the triplin crossing was a division 
of the water of one ditch into two streams. 
These parted, ran on for some distance, then 
came to a common point where, strange tosee, 
one ditch passed under the other. There was 
no fiume work, no _ boxing in sight, 
but the ditches of earth came together 
and one passed over the other, the upper being 
carried acrdss the top of the lowerin a bridge 
of masonry, and on they went to~ fertilize dis- 
tricts miles apart—one low along the river, the 
other high and almost out of the foothills. It 
is very seldom that an irrigating stream breaks 
loose from its banks, although itis carried 
along often eight and ten feet above the level 


_Of the bordering fields. About the only work 


required in the way of repair is the shoveling 
out of the sand which settles as the water flows 
aa This must be done once a year at 
east.

What Will Then Happen to the 


German Empire? 


A TALK WITH OSWALD OTTENDORFER. 


His Meeting With the Emperor Recatled— 
Prospect of War—Peculiarities of 
Bismarck, Etc. 


From the New York Mail, 

No question is interesting ‘the Germans 
of this countzy at this time more than the ecrit- 
ical state of the health of Emperor William, 
now 90 years of age. and the serious throat 
trouble of the crown prince. ‘‘Waht if both 
should die? What would happen to Germany 
inthatevent?” are ques ions these particularly 
home-loving people are asking each other with 
much seriousness, and all'opinions of weight 
bearing on the question are sought for and 
listened to by them with the greatest interest. 
The yenerable proprietor and editor of the 
Statts Zeitung. Mr. Oswaid Ottendorfer, a 
loyal German-American, is one of the best 
posied men on those subjects inthis country, 
He has visited Germany nearly every year. 
has seen Emperor William several times and 
has conversed with him, and has made an es- 
pecial study of German matters for years. 
So interested is he, in fact, in the. present 
state of alfairs in Germany, that he will ina 
few weeks again visit that country. 

“] have seen Emperor William half a dozen 
times,’’ he sid to the writer; “and in 1885 I 
had the pleasure of exchanging a few words 
with him. This was at the watering place of 
Grastcin, where he was staying a short time. 
Ife was taking « promenade when I met him 
awa he stopped and we cxchanged greetings. 
J saw him last year in Berlin, and the year be- 
fore at Ems. He looked better last year than 
the year previous. At this latter time he was 
looking very poorly and was in sueh bad health 
that it was not thougnt he could live long. At 
that time I wasat Bingen-on-the-Rhine, agen- 
tleman who had much todo With the court 
and saw considerable of the emperor, told me 
that tho emperor would swoon away for an 
hour or more at a time and was veryill. His 
present trouble is probably of much the same 
nature. But last year he seemed consi«erably 
Improved again. Though he is much impreged 
over two years ago, heis yet a very old gan 
and cannot,in tha mature of things, flast 
much lenger.’’ . 

‘“‘{fow is his personal appearance ?”’ 

“Magnificeat—a very tall, straight, fine- 
looking man, every inch a general and em- 
peror. I remember, in 1869, when we were x 
3erlin before he was made emperor, we saw 
him one Sunday at Potsdam. There was a 
little parade, and he reviewed it on his way to 
churck with the prince and his suite. We 
were within fifty feet of him, and as he walked 
viong in front of the battalion one of my dauoh- 
ters exciaimed: 

“The king is the finest officer in the whole 
Prussian army.’ 

“This is the impression he makes on all 
who see him. 

‘“Tiis staff wasa fine-looking body of men. 
They tako care there to pick out the finest 
looking men for such places, and nota inan 
of them. was less than six feet tall. I remem- 
ber at thetime the Austrian emperor and his 
staff were present, but they were so small and 
insignificant in comparison that they looked 
like a lut of boys.” 

EXTREMELY POPULAR. 

‘‘Heis extremely popular, is he not, with 
his people ?”’ 

*]T saw at once that he was immensely pop- 
ular. Whenever he shows himseif there is 
an cnthusiasm over uim which an American 
can't understand. But we must take into 
consideration his great age and the immense 
service he has rendered his people. The peo- 
ple actually fali down in adoration to him and 
Bismarck. It really seems remarkable. This 
may be a sign of patriotism, but I don’t con- 
sider it an improvement in the German charac- 
ter It has developed since the Franco- 
German wear of 1870. The emperor, when 
promcnading, hasjas attendants two tall, big 
men; who are always with him and walk by 
his side with arms outstreched, so that if he 
takes a false zteo they can catch him. He 
miade ita rule to walk half an hour every 
day.’ 

‘Did not Mrs. Ottendorfer receivea medal 
of honor.” 

‘‘Yes, from the empress. It was in 1883, 
the year before Mrs, Ottendorfer died. It was 
a decoration given to ladies who had done 
something in the way of charity or benevo- 
lence. Mrs. Ottendorfer had built a hospital 
and old ladies’ home in this city. The em- 
yress had heard of this and sent the decoration 
in December, 1583. It consisted of a. silver 
cross surrounded by a wreath and ribbons of 
white and black, Prussian colors. On it was 
an inscription telling the purpose for which it 
was given. At the time my wife was ill at 
Bingen-on-the-Rhine, in 1854, I was imvited 
by the New York sharpshooters, who were 
there at the tinie celebrating the Fourth of 
July, to be present at their gathering. Two 
or three days aftewrds the empress received 
them, and her reccollection of the decoration 
was shown by tho fact thatshe remembered 
our name and asked if J was the husband of 
the lady who had erected the hospital and 
home.”’ 

“Do you think the death of Emperor Wil- 
liam at this time would greatly disturb Ger- 
many’s affairs ?”’ 

“No I do not, and it is a mistake to sttppose 
that great changes would take place by reason 
of his death. The Crown prince is capable 
and popular, and a point to be remembered is 
that he is 57 years old, and thus beyond the 
age when a ruler is ambitious to make changes 
in his government. As to the immediate 
prospect of the emperor’s death, that is not cer- 
tain by any means, he may rally again and 
live many years. As twoy ears ago he was 
not expocted to live until now. But it will be 
impossible for him to take tho field again if 
there should be war. That is very certain. He 
cannot repeat his performance of 1870 when he 
was in the saddle fourteen hours. This may 
be svtid to havo been his last active work on 
the battleficld. If he should dic and the 
crown prince's throat trouble cause his death 
too, the Jatter’s son William would become 
ruler. Ho is about 80 years of age, and spoken 
of very highly aud asan able man. ut 
doubt about his} amounting to much as a 
general, though of course he has had no oppor- 
tunity as yet to display any talent of this 
kind,”’ 

WAR INEVITABLE. 

“Wonld not the death of the omperor be 
apt to lead France to precipitate war?’

‘*Who will succeed Bismarck ?’’ 

‘There is really no one that possesses such 
talents. He has two sons, one of whom, Her- 
bert, he doubtiess intends to make his succes- 
sor, having sent him already on several im- 
portant missions. Heis about forty years of 
age, and he must have some considerable tal- 
ent, of course, but he will not make anothes 
Bismarck.

DOCTOR FELTON’S BILL INDORSED. 


The Feeling in the City of Augusta—A Grand 
Temperance Feast of Reason--The 


Delegates Reported. 


Avavusta, Ga., July 23.—[Special.)—This 
city is not usually considered a mecca by the 
temperance workers. In fact, Richmond coun- 
ty has long ago been given up by the prohibi- 
tionists as the very last point of attack, But 
just now, however, the people are interested 
in the question for two reasons, first, the pas- 
sageof the Felton bill by the house, and sec- 
ond, the meeting of the grand lodge of Good 


| Templars which is to be held here on Tuesday 


next. Strange as it may appear, the Felton 
bill is strongly approved here, This feeling is 
best expressed in an editorial which has just 
appeared in the Chronicle,a paper not sus- 
pected of prohibition bias. Says the Chroni- 


cle: 

There is no doubt about the contagion and spread 
of prohibition in Georgia. Under the local option 
law, it prevails in one hundred and eighteen out of 
the one hundred and thirty-seven countiesin the 
state. The pooms who arein favor of prohibition 
will be satisfied with the local option law, or at 
least they should be. The leading advocates of 
prohibition are not disposed to pass any general 
aw, making prohibition compulsory all over the 
state. This isa wise conclusion. Ifthe sm er | of 
voters in a county or city do not want prohibition 
it should not be forced upon them by the legislature. 
When the people of a city or county vote for prohi- 
bition, the law should be carried out in good faith, 
and those who evade the law should 
suffer the penalties. Dr. Felton’s bill, for a tax 
of $10,000 on every dealer in domestic wines and 
other intoxicants le counties that have voted pro- 
hibition, is not an un = measure. It simply means 
that ery yee shati prohibit in cities and coun- 
ties that have voted prohibition. We believe in a 
literal compliance with the law, and the way to do 
this is to make the penalt y so severe that it will not 
be violated. Prohibition has taken a deep hold 
upon the people, and whatever we may think of its 
saving grace and efficacy asa means of permanent 
prevention against the evils of intemperance, we 
must open our eyes to the logic of events and eos 2 
nize the stern fact that the great mass of our people 
are deeply imbued with the spirit of temperance. 

The sentiment in favor of prohibition is strong 
and the people look upon it as a preventive of the 
sale of intoxicating liquors and as a cure for intem- 

srance. The prohibition movement in Georgia

bility of its being used as a disturbing element to 
divide the democratic party. The movement is 
purely moral and economical, and so long as its op- 
erations are confined within the limits of the present 
local option law, prohibition should be made to

THE NORTHEASTERN. 


How it Has Figured Prominently 
Before the Public. 


ATTORNEYS SETTLE SOME BALANCES» 


An Account of the Various Causes in Which 
the Northeastern has Participated and 
an Episode in the Recent Argument. 


. 

The Northeastern railroad is once more 
prominently before the public. This little 
road, its main stem 39 miles long, connecting 
Athens with Lula on the Air line, with 4 
shorter stem, 21 miles, separated from the 
other by 12 or more miles of Atlanta and Char- 
lotte track, has been an important factor more 


than once in public matters. 


In the days of Governor Smith’s administra- 
tion, the Northeastern road was heard of often 
and long about the state house. The road had 
been constructed during the period when the 
state gaveaid to such enterprises, and just 
about the time of its completion, that authori- 
ty by which Georgia in its sovereign capacity 
signed its name to railroad bonds was with- 
drawn,"but an exception was made in the case 
of the Northeastern road. Governor Smith 
was importuned to sign the bonds of the road, 
and thus relieve it from embarrassment, but 
the request coming the last days of his term of 
office, §was foverlooked ia forgotten, and the 
bonds remained unsigned. 

SOME PERSONAL DIFFICULTIES. 

Personal difficulties grew out of the efforts 
made to obtain the state’sindorsement to these 
bonds, and the public may yet recollect the 
encounter that took place between the late 
Senator Hill and Colonel T, H. Murphy in re- 
gard to the matter. When Governor Colquitt 
came into office, the effort to obtain state in- 
dorsement to the bonds of the road was re- 
newed, and the governor, believing that the 
state wasin law and equity pledg to the 
support of the road, affixed his name to the 
bonds, thus making the state responsible for 
them. The bonds signed and endorsed by the 
state became at once gilt edged securities, and 
the officers of the Northeastern road were 
easily able to sell them ata handsome figure, 
and thus complete the line. 

The city of Athens had oniginally subscribed 
$100,000 towards the construction of the road. 
That the investment was a good one no one has 
denied, or can they do so, forthe wealth and 
influence of Athens hasgreatly increased since 
the completion of the road, and is directly 
traceable to it. 

In nearly every municipal campaign the 
Northeastern hasbeen an important factor, 
and continued to be so until the city gave its 
entire block of 1,000 shares to the West Point 
Terminal company in consideration of an 
agreement that the road would be 

EXTENDED TO TALLULAH FALLS, 
Clayton, and on to Rabun Gap. The West 
Point Terminal company and the Richmond 
and Danvitle being for all practical purposes 
at that time one and the same, the North- 
eastern road was operated by the last named 
corporation, which partly filled its contract by 
carrying the road to Tallulah Falls. 

In the campaign for a second term as gov- 
ernor made by Governor Colquitt, the North- 
eastern beeame a familiar word throughout 
the state. Notwithstanding the strong effort 
made to induce the governor to sign the bonds, 


in the campaign that followed he was severely 


criticised for doing so. The issues of that 
campaign are too well known to be gone over 
here, and it is not necessary to state that 
this act of Governor Colquitt was indorsed by 
the people of the state. 

There has hardly been a yearsince the Rich- 
mond and Danyille has operated the North- 
eastern that the little road has not been 

INVOLVED IN LITIGATION. 

On one occasion matters got so dark that the 
sheriff of Clarke county was about locking the 
wheels of its cars, and would in all probability 
have done so, had not some wealthy gentleman 
gone on the company’s bond. This serious 
litigation grew out of a numberof damage 
suits occasioned by a fearful wreck to an ex- 
cursion train.

HANGING AT PALATKA. 


Henry Wiggins Dies on the Scaffold for Mur- 
dering William Porter, 

PALATKA, Fla., July 23.—Henry Wiggins, a 
negro, aged 20, was hanged at 1:41 o’clock this 
morning in-the jail for murder. ‘The execu- 
tion was private, only a few besides county 
officers, being present. Lide was extinct in 25 
minutes. His neck was broken by the fall. 
Wiggins made nostatement, but the attending 
priest spoke for him. He said he was sorry 
forthe crime and begged the forgiveness of all. 
He thoped everybody would. be warned 
by his fate. Wiggins shot and instantly killed 
William Porter, a young white man in 
Finnegan's orange grove, near Little Lake 
George, Putnam county, on June 28, 
1885. Wiggins had stolen a $5 
note from Porter. He confessed when charged 
with the theft and paid back the money, but 
threatened to get even with Porter. Wheu 
Porter was found murdered, Wiggins was sus- 
pected and arrested. He confessed, anp after- 
wards denied that he commited the murder. 
lie has been twice convicted and escaped from 
jail in September, 1886, but was captured 
shortly afterwards. An attempt was made to 
secure a commutation of his sentence without 
effect. A few days ago he wrote out a con- 
fession to be published in the Palatka News. 
This is tye second han ging in this county since 
the war. The other case was that of a white 
man hanged in 1886, for the murder of a sheriff 
for the purpose of robbing him of tax collec- 
tiONS.

EVERYBODY IN HOLIDAY ATTIRE. 


Hundreds of Vessels Loaded With Spectators 
~Special Trains of Distinguished 
People~—A Fine Display. 


Portsmouts, Jaly 23.—Portsmouth and 
the South sea have been thronged for days 
past in anticipation of the jubilee naval re- 
view fixed for this afternoon at Spithead. 
The crowds have been inimensely augmented 
this morning by the arrival of innumerable 
visitors from. all parts of the country, who 
came by special trains from London and. other 
centres. Good positions for observing the dis- 
play are all well occupied. The weather 
could not be more favorable. ‘There isa bright 
sunshine and a light breeze is blowing. Ev- 
erybody is in holiday attire and gay dresses, 
and the splendfa uniforms give the crowded 
thoroughfares @ brilliant appearance. Special 
trains brought down from. London lords of the 
admiralty, members of the house of lords and 
commons and numerous representatives of for- 
eign legations. 

Minister Phelps traveled in @ speeial saloon 
coach. He was accompanied by his wife and 
Mrs. Loomis.. In the same coach with tlie 
American minister were Mr. Robert McLane, 
United States minister to France; Mr. Jabez 
L. McCurry, United States minister to Spain; 
Mr. Henry White, second secretary of the 
American legation at London, and his wife; 
Lieutenant Chadwick, naval attache of the 
American legation at London, and Mrs. Chad- 
wick; Lieutenant Buckingham, naval attache 
of the American legation at Paris, and Mrs. 
Buckingham; Hon, Thomas M, Waller, Uni- 
ted States consul-general at Londen; General 
Joseph R. Hawley, Senator Frye and Mr. A, 
J. Hopkins,.member of congress from Aurora, 
Ill. Minister Phelp’s party appeared to thor- 
oughly enjoy themselves, all being in the best 
spirits. Mr. H. L. Horton and family were 
aboard a private yacht. Ezra Rust, Augustus 
Jay, second secretary of the American lega- 
tion at Paris, Chester A. Arthur; Mrs. Frank 
Leslie and Mr. Logan Roots were also afloat 
aboard different crafts, Mr. Jay, accompanied 
by Mr. Kane, being aboard the Helicon, the 
rigging of which was well hidden by flags. 
Mr. W. K. Vanderbilt’s yacht, “Alva,” was 
conspicuous in the marine procession to Spit- 
head, and was beautifully decorated with 
flags. 

The scene at Portsmouth was one ‘of ex- 
treme animation, hundreds of private craft 
of every description, all handsomely decora- 
ted and well freighted with Bayly dressed 
people, being anchored here. It looked like a 
gigantic marine picnic. The ‘Connie Doer’’ 
carried scores of Americans. The crowds 
afloat and ashore were enormous. On arriy- 
ing at Portsmouth dock yard favored ones em- 
barked.aboard the treop ship appointed to con- 
vey them from here and from Southampton.to 
Spithead. The first ships to leave with guests 
were two huge Indian lines from Southamp- 
ton, which excited much adimiration from the 
crowds.on shore. They were quickly followed 
by others from Portsmouth dock yard jetty. 
Numerous large steamboats afforded the gen- 
eral public an opportunity to witness the re- 
view from the sea. Vessels participating in 
the pagcant as paraders numbered 128 pen- 
nants and included three squadrons of iron 
clads and cruisers, aggregating thirty-four 
vessels, seventy-five torpedo boats, gun boats 
and iron defense ships, divided into five 
flotilla, six training brigs°and thirteen troop 
ships. Besides these 128. ships, under drill, 
there were imperial and Indian troop ships 
appointed to carry the distinguished visitors, 
and small vessels and the deck yard allotted 
to the corporation of Portsmouth, all of which 
were well laden and briskly used. 

The ships were drawn up in four lines, fac- 
ing up the channel, the starboard column 
being opposite the Isle of Wright, part of the 
cdlumn. being off Portsmouth. The ships. were 
stationed two cables apart, the lines being 
three cables between. The flotillas were 
ranged in deuble columns between the port 
column of the iron-clads and the mainland, 
and troop ships were placed in single column 
between the starboard line and the Isle of 
Wright. This made four lines of vessels on 
one side of the channel and three on the other, 
extending from South Sea castle to Rye 
Middle shoal, a distance of over two miles— 
each _ ship, patroled by steamboat 
space betaveen her and the ship next 
to the eastward, to keep the scene 
free from intrusion. Troop ships 
and other vessels conveying Visitors were. per- 
mitted to make a tour of the columns before 
two o’clock, after which they took up the po- 
sitions assigned them. Small veanals, appro- 
priated to visitors, anchored at two o’clook 
abreast the torpedo flotillas. Private craft, 
carrying sight-seers, must have numbered 
several hundred. They *represented pleasure 
boats of all nations and climes,and darted 
about like birds of different plumage, impart- 
ing unparalled beauty to a scene otherwise 
unprecedented. The whole scene, surveyed 
just before two o’clock, when the naval vessels 
were all in place, their decoration full flun 
and their crew in holiday fpose; private cra 
hurrying to good places, and the multitudes 
ashore packing themselves.to best see the event 
of the da ’ was glorious in the extreme. 

Probably no such fleet was ever seen before 
in time of peace. Every class of the British 
navy was represented, The review of the 
Crimean fleet by the queen and prince Con- 
sort, thirty-one years ago, would suffer by com- 
parison with this. Some of the stout woeden 
ships, which figured in that review, were visi- 
ble in Portsmouth harbor. today, bravely out 
for the occasion. Nelson’s old ship, Victoria, 
was also.a conspicuous objeet, and her old tim- 
bers echoed again and again as boat after boat 
gave hera full compliment of cheering; more 
than that, an old pi poe es gun or two 
joined in the universal salute to the queen. 

Shortly after 2 o’clock when order was per- 
ceptible on the water, the Euphrates, Croco- 
dile and Malabar proceeded to the westward of 
Osborne and stood in readiness to escort the 
royal yachts, when the queen embarked, at 3 
o’clock, to review the fleet, 

The queen left Osborne house a few minutes 
before 3 o’clock, and went aboard the royal 
yacht Victoria and Albert. Her majesty left 
the buoy at Osborne bay oar ra! at 3 o'clock. 
She was preceded by the Trinity yacht and 
was followed by the royal yachts Osborne and 
Alberta and the ships Enchantress, Helicon, 
Euphrates, Crocodile and. Malabar. 

The royal procession proceeded straight to 
its destination and passed between the lines, 
leaving the coast defense ships, gunboats and 
torpedo boats on the port hand.

About Literary Workers. 

Mr. Charles Barnard has, in The Critic, 
an article on ‘“The Best Home for Men of 
Letters.’’ He is of the opinion that literary 
men should do the most of their work in 
the country during nine months of the year, 
and spend three months in the city. 

This is probably a very good idea, but wri- 
ters like Mr. Barnard ought to remember 
that habit is one thing and the results of in- 
dividuality another. The work of a literary 
man depends less on hishabits than on 
his individuality. He may be able to work 
better at night than in the day time—better 
in the early morning thanat night. It all 
depends on the man. 

We know of one writer who can do no se- 
rious work in summer, his -individuality 
compelling him to depend on the inspira- 
tion that is to be found in a grate of glowing 
coals. We know of another who can write 
only during the summer. 

It is only fair to say that the man who 
does his workin the summer is by far the 
most successful, but the man who does his 
literary work in cold weather is the happiest, 
so that, after all, honors are even. Why 
this should be so we are not prepared to say, 
but that it is so would be an easy matter to 
prove if it were necessary to call names. 

But it is unnecessary. One of these work- 
ers is sweating and composing now ina 
northern state. The other has already laid 
in twelve tons of coal as an inspiration for 
next winter. These facts should settle 
the whole question.

The State Road and Competition. 

It is asad day for Georgia when the legisla- 
ture decides that no railroad shall be built in 
the section traversed by the State road. The 
statement of Mr. Atkinson of Coweta, that 
he would not vote to charter a road from 
Newnan to Atlanta because it would hurt 
the road already built, reduces this obstruc- 

ive principle to absurdity, and yet it is the 

fair and logical position to take. If the 
legislature will not charter a road that 
threatens the State road, it certainly ought 
not to charter one that threatens any other 
road. The property of citizens should be 
as sacredly protected as the property of the 
state. But suppose Mr. Atkinson’s declara- 
tion was applied to ali charters asked for. 
There would simply be no more railroads 
built in Georgia. ‘There is no section into 
which a road could be projected, without 
threatening the monopoly of some road al- 
ready built. It would be necessary, there- 
fore, simply to apply this principle and 
Georgia would stand still as far as railroad 
building is concerned, Every monopoly 
now established would be perpetuated. 

The legistature should not try to obstruct 
the developing progress of the state. The 
Marietta and North Georgia road is one of 
the most important lines we have and will be- 
come vastly more important, It will finda 
way into Atlanta—even if the legislature 
should persist in refusing to grant it the 
charter asked for. It will be a poor adver- 
tisement for Georgia, however, that her 
legislature tries to check such development 
by refusing a charter for so fair and essen- 
tial an enterprise. As for the State road, 
if it is to perpetually shut out the section it 
goes through from any other railroad facili- 
ties, it is likely an irresistable feeling in 
favor of its sale will be engendered. The 
state will be loser whenever the road is 
sold—but a,few more episodes like this will 
convince the public that it had better be 
sold if even at a sacrafice, than hold it for 
stifling the growth of the northern end of 
the state.

Work That Was Wasted. 

Sylvanus Cobb, Jr., who died the other 
day, at the age of: sixty-four, near Boston, 
was perhaps the most industrious writer of 
this generation. 

The elder Dumas turned out about three 
hundred novels and plays during his long 
career, but it is well known that he hada 
corps of assistants, and many of the books 
bearing his name on the title page were not 
written by him. No such charge can be 
brought against Mr. Cobb. For forty years 
his pen has never been idle. During thirty 
years of that time he was under a contract 
with Robert Bonner, of the New York 
Ledger, and it.is worthy of note that Mr. 
Bonner never had to make a suggestion or a 
request for copy, and each year he volun- 
tarily paid the author a much larger sum 
than the contract called for. | 

The stories of this prodigy of industrv, if 
stretched out in an unbroken Ledger column, 
would go round the globe three times. 
From the time the ‘‘Gunmaker of Moscow’’ 
appeared down to his last serial, Mr, Cobb’s 
readers were numbered by millions. 

And yet, from one point of view, the 
work of this untiring story writer was com- 
pletely wasted. He enjoyed a certain kind 
of notoriety. Wealth rolled in upon him, 
He had a beautiful home, a loving family 
and troops of friends, but he never realized 
the dream of his life. His great ambition 
was to make a name in literature, but he 


, 


was never classed among the literary 
of his age. With all his energy and indus- 
try, he could not produce what the world 
calls literature, He could invent plots and 
characters by thousands, and hig stories 
were thoroughly readable, tit they lacked 
an undefinable something which must be 
present to insure the acceptance of any 
work as a part of our literatures 

Year after year the toiler saw younger 
men at a single bound make fortune and 
fame with one or two books, while he with 
his teeming imagination and facile pen was 
doomed to knock persistently at a door 
through which he was destined never to 


pass. 

Doubtless the veteran smiled grimly when 
he saw two generations yielding to the spell 
of his romance, and yet ignoring him to the 
last as a literary man. It must have seemed 
to him that his work was wasted. Still, the 
fact must be considered that his pen made 
him rich, while some of his famous compet- 
itors came very near starving. The man 
who attempts to make his way in literature 
is fobling with a grand lottery.

Little Belgium, witha population of less than 
6.000,000 people, maintainsan army of 47,000 men; 
Norway and Sweden, with 6,300,000, keeps 60,000 
soldiers in the field, and Denmark, with 2,000,000 
people, has 35,000. 

Itisno wonder, with somany'{men withdrawn 
from among the producers, and placed among the 
class that has to be maintained by the labor of oth- 
crs, that those countries do not progress at all, are 
loaded down with debt, and the people in abject 
poverty. 

The immense navies maintained by most of these 
countries compare in size and costliness with their 
armies, rendering the burdens still greater. It is a 
certainty that the present overgrown armaments 
cannot be Ynaintained, and that before many years 
there will have to be a general disarmament. 

It will be observed that the three central govern- 
ments which arein close alliance—Germany, Aus- 
tria-Hungary, and Italy—themselves maintain 1,480. - 
000 soldiers, and in the event of war can speedily 
place 4,500,000 menin the field fully armed and 
equipped.

MILLEDGE, GORDON AND COLQUITT 


Speak—A Monster Rennion at Salt Springs in 
Which the People of Three Coun- 
ties Participate, 


Yesterday was a big day at Salt Springs. 
From the country round about for twenty 


‘mniles, old and young, male and female, white 


and black, had assembled to witness the re- 
union of the confederate yeterans of three 
counties, and to listen to the orations of the 
distinguished gentlemen who were advertised 
to speak on the occasion. 

For the’ last week the Governors Horse 
Guard has been in camp at Salt Springs, and 
the presence of this excellent and popular com- 
pany has attracted many people to the resort. 
Friday afternoon Governor Gordon, accompa- 
nied by Adjutant-General Kell, and Colonels 
Keely and West, together with a large num- 
ber of the members of the legislature left the 
city forthe Springs. Governor Gordon and 
staff were met at the depot at Salt Springs by 
the Governor’s Horse Guard and the compa- 
nie’s band. The guard escorted the distin- 
guished party to the parade camp, near the 
camp, where a dress parade was held, the gov- 
ernor and staff being interested reviewers. 
The parade was then dismissed, the soldiers 
and their guests returning tocamp, where an 
excellent supper Was served, which was heart- 
ily enjoyed by all present. After supper the 
soldier’s were gathered m groups about the 
governor’s tent, when a committee from the 
Sweetwater Park hotel appeared and extend- 
ed an invitation to the governor and his party 
to attend a reception at the hotel. 

The invitation was acéepted and the gover- 
nor and his entire party repaired to the hotel, 
where for an hour or more, a most pleasant 
reception was held. The reception was purely 
informal, nospeech making, and no set pro- 
gramme. 

Governor Gordon was introduced to a num- 
ber of people, and to each one made a pleasant 
remark. About half past ten, the party 

RETURED TO CAMP GRADY. 

At eleven o’clock lights were out, and the 
camp was in darknessand silence. The re- 
villé was sounded yesterday morning at five 
o'clock, and at that hour when the soldiers 
were emerging from their tents, people in 
wagons, in buggies, on horseback, and on foot, 
were wending there way to the springs, for the 

yurpose of participating in the day’s pleasures. 

‘rom five until nine o’clock a never ceasing 
stream of people was flowing into Salt Springs, 
and when the morning trains arrived adding 
largely to the crowd, it was estimated that four 
thousand people were assemled. 

The governor and party,escorted by the Horse 
Guard, went from Camp Gradyto the railroad 
depot, where the procession was formed. It is 
ditticult to say how many old soldiers were in 
line, but the number was very large as the 
procession was quitealong one. First came 
the governor aid staff, escorted by the Horse 
Guard, after which followed veterans on 
horseback, then old confederates on foot. The 
procession evoked much enthusiasm, and 
when it reached the stand where the speech 
making and the exercises were to take place, 
there was arush for good places. 

The. first speech made was by a one legged 
ex-confederate soldier named James, a rela- 
tiveof Senator J.S. James, who delivered a 
speech of welcome in behalf of the old soldiers. 
This speech was followed by one from Mr. 
Edge, from Major Latham, of Campbell coun- 
ty, and from Senator James of the state sen- 
ate. These speeches were short, eloquent and 
enthusiastic, and were loudly applauded. The 
programme was here varied by a young lady 
reciting in a very creditable manner *'The 
Georgia Volunteers,’’ which aroused the great- 
est enthusiasm. The next recitation Was by a 
little tot of a boy, hardly eight years old, who 
appeared on the stand, and gave in an inim- 
itible way Father Ryan’s ‘‘Conquered Ban- 
ner.” The little man was 

CHEERED TO THE ECHO, 

and his large round eyes opened to their full- 
est extent at the noise his modest effort pro- 
voked. The band played a stirring air, and 
a second young lady gave “‘Stonewall Jackson's 
Way’ ina manner that caused the loudest ap- 
plause. ‘This closed the recitative part of the 
programme. 

The orator of the occasion was Captain 
John Milledge, of the Governor’s Horse 
Guard, and when he appeared at the front of 
the stand he was greeted with the loudest 
cheers. Captain Milledge was a gallant sol- 
dier of the confederacy, and on many an oc- 
casion illustrated his bravery as a man and his 
efficiency as a commander during the war. He 
never appeared to finer advantage than on yes- 
terday. His week’s stay in camp had given 
a hardy color to his face, and his out-door life 
had reminded forcebly the days of the war 
when he lived amid similar surroundings. 
He looked every inch a_ soldier in his 
well-fitting uniform, and that he was 
the man for the occasion was demonstrated by 
the singularly appropriate address he delivered, 
His remarks were timely, appropriate, and in 
keeping with the occasion. He spoke like a 
soldier, he had nothing in the past to be 
ashamed of, and he was not there to apologize 
for what had happened. He was patriotic in 
his remarks about the south’s place at present 
as the union, and his well turned phrases and 
eloquent periods as he referred in fitting lan- 
gauge to the many events in the history of the 
southern states elicited the heartiest enthusi- 
asm and called forth the loudest applause. 

GOVERNOR GORDON INTRODUCED. 

Governor Gordon was the next speaker, and 
his appearance was the signal for great cheer- 
ing. Within the last two weeks, Governor 
Gordon has made four speeches before confed- 
erate veterans’ associations, but as he said at 
the courthouse nearly two weeks ago, it was a 
theme he loved to talk about—the memories of 
the war, and the comrades of that four years’ 
struggie for liberty and for right. His speech 
at Salt Springs yesterday wasthe kind of 
speech that Gordon alone can make, the speech 
that brings fire back to faded eyes, and causes 
old and crippled veterans to forget their age 
and infirmities, and become again for the in- 
stant the same men as they were in 1861. The 
veterans listened to General Gordon most at- 
tentively, and at almost every period mani- 
fested their appreciation of his utterances by 
great applause. 

SENATOR COLQUITT AND THE FLAGS. 

Senator Colquitt was then introduced, and 
was enthusiastically received by the soldiers 
and the people. He spoke well and eloquently 
and in the course of bis remarks said: 

One word more, my friends, before I close. The 

irit which has been so signally displayed here to- 
lay —a spirit of broad and intense patriotism, makes 
it proper for me to speak of the subject.

No, 
no, not that, for the siern facts called to mind by 
the sight of these sad reminders of the past forbade 
all such demonstration, Our gratification at the 
magnanimous proposition was ‘inspired 
by a higher '§ and more disinterested 
sentiment than any such thing asa sectional and 
exclusive reference to the confederate cause. We 
all said, and saying rejoice, “thisisa heartfelt im. 
ise of fraternal good will and perfect reconcilia- 
ion.” We said that in this generous act, we now 
bave the proof that brothers once sadly divided are 
forgetting all causes of allenation, and are ready for 
a union of hearts as well as a union of states. 

My friends, this cvidence of a restored brother- 
heod was a sublimer thing than all the might 
struggle of one army against the other. It was th 
spirit that moved our hearts to respond in grateful 
emotion to President Cleveland and Geu Drum.

faa) INVITING THE OLD SOLDIERS. 


An Appeal to the Army of the Northwest to 
Revisit the Battlefields. 

There are more battlefields around Atlanta 
than around any city in America. 

The army of the Cumberland fought these 
battles for the union side. The yeterans of 
the army by the tens of thousands now live in 
the northwest, and are the bone and sinew of 
that section. 

So many letters have been received in re- 
sponse to an editorial in Taz ConsTITUTION 
inviting the old soldiers of the northwest to ro- 
visit the battlefields around Atlanta, that the 
exposition directors have taken the matter 
seriously in hand. These letters all express 
the liveliest desire on the part of the old vet 
erans to revisit these fields to show them to 
their wives and children. 

A formal invitation has been prepared which 
will be sent to every Grand Army post in the 
west, with the statement that the exposition 


avails itself of the courtesy of the Grand Army } 


post to see that the invitation is delivered to 
those for whom it is intended. That is for the 
individual soldiers of the army of the Cumber- 
land that fought from Chattanooga to Atlanta. 

The invitation will be a unique one. It re- 
cites the fact that Atlanta is invested all about 
with sacred and historic {battlefields of the re- 
public and it urges these old soldiers to come 
once more before they die and see what peace 
has accomplished in healing the wounds 
of war. To see how a_ hospitable 
people have builded out of pitiful resources 
great and flourishing cities. Attached to 
each invitation will be an editorial from THE 
CONSTITUTION, extracts from speeches, and an 
indorsement from the governor, and mayor of 
the city. With each invitation will be sent 
four handsome books, illustrating with the very 
finest engravings the various battle scenes 
about Atlanta, and the text full of incidents 
and history. These books will be furnished 
through the courtesy of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad, which is co-operating heartily 
with the Exposition company in this move- 
ment. 

These invitations, with the accompanying 
ilustrated book, will be read tothe old soldiers 
of the army of the Cumberland in every Grand 
Army post in the north and west, and thou- 
sands of them will be accepted. Commissioner 
Slaughter, of the Southern Railway and Steam- 
Ship association, is now negotiating by 
telegraph -with the Northwestern  asso- 
ciation for a one-cent rate for compa- 
nies of twenty or more from all cities in the 
northwest. He is confident that he can obtain 
this rate. If so, there will be such excursions 
from the northwest to Atlanta as this country 
has not yet seen. As soon as the matter de- 
velops, the old soldiers of Johnson’s army will 
organize and take steps to receive cordially and 
to give such entertainment as is possible to the 
Visiting sol-liers of the northwest. Among the 
features already provided for will be a monster 
barbecue on the battletield at Kennesaw moun- 
tain, at which arrangements will be made for 
twenty thousand people. 


50,000 PEOPLE IN THREE HOURS, 


The Problem the Air Line Road Has to Set- 
tle—Preparations Being Made for It. 


**To haul fifty thousand people from the car 
shed to the exposition grounds in three hours 
on at least two days!”’ 

“That isthe problem you have to settle.’’ 
This remark was addressed by Mr. H. W. 
Grady to Manager E. B. Thomas, of the Rich- 
mond & Danville and the East Tennesse sys- 
tems, and Major Berkeley, superintendent of 
the Air Liné road, last night. General Man- 
ager Thomas had visited Atlanta in his special 
car to discuss the exposition and its needs. He 
was astonished at the scope of preparations 
here and at the outlook for immense crowds. 

‘We are looking for 60,000 people a day for 
two days of the exposition, of which private 
lines, and the street cars can carry not more 
than ten thousand. That will leave fifty 
thousand people that your line will have to 
carry inside of three hours beginning at 8 
o’clock and ending at 11.”’ 

Major Berkeley has been indefatigable in 
preparing for thisimmense rush. His idea is 
that a schedule can be run every thirty min- 
utes, and about three trains of fifteen cars 
each to the schedule. This will not carry 
over six thousand people to the hour, or 
eighteen thousand people in three hours—less 
than one-third of what will be offered to him 
on the morning of the 14th and of the 18th. 
Manager Thomas suggested that trains should 
be run with an engine at each end so that 
there would be no switching to do, 
and he thought perhaps five trains could 
be run on each schedule. 

Mr, Grady insisted that the key to the expo- 
tion was in the ability of the Air Line to handle 
the crowd. Lf 50,000 people appear at the depot 
and the roads can carry only 15,000 before the 
exercises begin, the exposition losses, and the 
public is disgusted. 

General Thomas said he would prolong his stay 
in Atlanta and would spend half a day with 
Major Berkeley on the ground s and would at 
once make adequate arrangements for handlins 
the crowd. ‘The Air Line will do it,” said 
Major Berkeley, ‘‘if any road in America can 
do it.’”’ 

In the meantime Mr. Peters is enlarging his 
arrangements for the street cars. He will have 
three lines running into the park and will 
probably have three hundred cars in steady 
use. He is putting in such turnouts as will 
make practically a double track on the Peach- 
tree line, and it may be that he can handle fif- 
teen thousand people a day each way, though 
he is expected to handle no more than ten 
thousand. The directors of the transportation 
companies recognize the emergency, and will 
do everything that men and money can do to 
handle the crowds safely and swiftly.

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ORDINANCE. 


The mayor and general council ordain, that there 
shall be electedon the ftrst Monday in July, 1887, 
and biennially thereafter, a boiler inspector, who 
shall be.a practical, mechan! engineer, of ten 
years’ experience, and. fully c&mpetent to test and 
inapect, in this.city, all stationary steam boilers and 
all steam. generating apparatus, under pressure. He 
shall be elected for the time stated, and the general 
councilshall provide him with his testing outfit, or 
appliance, at a cost not toexceed $60.00, which shall 
remain the property of the city. His compensation 
shall be derived fom the fees of his office, as here- 
inafter provided. ‘The boiler inspector shall devote 
such of his time to the duties of his office as the 
council mayrequire. He shall, at least annually, 
carefully inspect.and thoroughly test every station- 
ary boiler and steam generating apparatus, under 
pressure, used for stationary power. He shall keep, 
n the office of the city clerk, a complete recond of 
the names of all owners or users of steam boilers 
and steam-generating apparatus, giving a full de- 
scription of tha boilers and other steam. apparatus 
inspected by him, and the amount of pressure el) 
lowed, and the date when last tested.. He shall no- 
tify all owners or users of boilers and steam-gen¢r 
ating apparatus of the time when a re-inspection 
and test will be made, at least ten days before the 
expiration of each certificate of inspection. The 
menuner of mépe:tion shall befsubstantially as fol- 
lows: The hydrostatic test shall be used, and each 
beiler or steam-generating apparatus shall be tested 
by hydraulic pressure one-fourth greater than the 
ordinary working steam pressure used, and the cer- 
tificate of inSpection herein provided for shall state 
the maximum pressure at which any boiler or steam 
generating @oparatus may be safely worked, In 
case a defect is found, the boiler inspector shall re- 
port it to the owner or user of the boiler, or other 
steam-generating apparatus, and state all the facts 
in writing, giving a description of the defect, its 
locality and character, and whether of a dangerous 
nature arid necessitating immediate repair. No 
owner or user of a boiler or steam-generating appa- 
ratus shall. run the same unless he has the certificate 
of inspection of the boiler inspector, which shall be 
renewed annually. All owners or users of any sta- 
tionary steam boiler or steam-gencFating apparatus 
under pressure shall haye the same inspected and 
tested before and while being used, and at. least 
once every year thereafter, and for every neglect or 
refusal to bave such inspection and test, on convic- 
tion in recorder’s veh be fined not exceed- 
ing $109.00 or imprisoned not exceeding 30 days. 
The boiler inspector shall collect and retain for his 
compensation from all owners or users of boiler and 
steam-generating apparatus the following inspec- 
tion fees, viz: for every boiler or steam-generating 
apparatus, four dollars per annum, whether set 
singly orin sets. On payment of the inspection 
fees, the boiler inspector shall deliver to every owner 
or user of boilers or steam-generating apparatus cer- 
tificates of inspection of the same as inspected by 
him, and report annually to council the amount of 
collections from this source,

ORDINANCE. 


Be IT ORDAINED BY THE MAYOR AND

SECTION 1. That from and after the passage of this 
Ordinance, it shall be:unlawiul for any prosiitute or 
woman of notoriously lewd character to walk the 
streets, alleys or other pui lit thoroughfares of the 
city of Aflanta, or ride around the same during the 
night.season. 

Sec. 2. And it shall be unlawful for any male per- 
son to talk in a familiar manner to any such woman 
or women, or be in company with any such woman 
or women, knowing the same to be such, upon the 
streets, alleys or thoroughfares of said city. 

Sec. 3. Any person or persons violating the above 
Ordinance shall, on conviction in the Recorder’s 
Court, of said city, be punished by a fine not to ex- 
ceed $100, or imprisonment not to exceed 30 days.

COMPTROLLER-GENERAL SUSTAINED. 


The Tax Digests Fromthe Various Counties 
Continuing to Fall Off Much to the 
Disgust of the Officials. 


The decision of Comptroller Wright in the 
case of the Mutual Life Reserve Fund associa- 
tion, of New York, was confirmed yesterday 
by Judge Marshall J. Clarke, and that com- 
pany is debarred from doing business in the 
state during the year. A quiet day generally 
at the court, custom and statehouses, nothing 
of a very important nature happening at any 
of those places. . 


The Governor and His Cabinet. 


Go7ERNOR GORDON RETURNED from Salt 
Springs yesterday afternnon at three o’clock, 
and was in his office during the afternoon. He 
spent Friday night at Camp Grady, a guest of 
the Governor’s Horse Guard, _ Yesterday 
morning he was present at the Confederate 
Survivor’s reunion at Salt Springs, wh«ve he 
met many hundred of his old comrades in 
arms, besides a thousand or two of admiring 
people gathered at the reunion to join in the 
memories it evoked and to pay respects to the 
governor of the state. rh agg yf afternoon 
the governor was busy with his large corre-~ 
spondence, and transacted no official business 
beyond placing his signature to the commis- 
sion of the tax collector of Wilkinson county 
made out on Friday. Callers at the executive 
department yesterday were not numerous. 

DJUTANT-GENERAL KELL, accompanied by 
Colonels Keely and West, of the governor’s 
staff, acccompanied General Gordon to Salt 
Springs on Friday afternoon, returning with 
him on yesterday. They assisted his excel- 
lency inthe review of the Governor’s Horse 
Guard, and also the large procession of con- 
federate veterans yesterday morning at Salt 
Springs. Considerable enthusiasm was mani- 
fested by the people on the occasion, and the 
governor and his staff received hearty and en- 
thusiastic cheers. The governor wore his usual 
dress, the members of his staff, including the 
adjutant and inspector-general, appearing in 
full uniform. 

CoMPTROLLER-GENERAL WriGut has in his 
office yet several insurance certificates of agents 
who haye not paid the special tax required by 
the law. The companies they represent have 
paid the taxes demanded of them by the state, 
but these agents are yet behind with the special 
tax required of them. The certificates will not 
be sent them until they do pay, and their 
names will be published in a few days unless 
they come forward and pay the special amount. 
The matter is a very important one, and should 
receive special atiention, as the agents have 
no authority to transact business under the law 
until these special taxes have been fully and 
completely met. 

SEVERAL DIGESTS FOR 1887 were receiv- 
ed yesterday by the comptroller- 
general. Hall county’s digest 
shows $3,290,615 worth of taxable property, an 
increase of $76,404. Hall county adjoins 
Gwinnett county on one side where for the 
past three years the amount of taxable property 
has been steadily decreasing until within three 

rears it has aggregated more than $170,000. 
‘he reason for thisdecrease as given by the 
receivers of tax returns for Gwinnett is that 
the value of land is steadily decreasing, but in 
Hall couuty, adjoining, no such decrease is 
manifested. 

RETURNS WERE ALSO RECEIVED from Screv- 
en, Glasscock, and Johnson counties. Screv- 
en county’s digest shows taxable property to 
the value of $1,366,316.00, an increase over the 
returns for 1886 of $4,543.00. The digest of 
Glasscock county, shows property to the 
amount of $433,333.00,a decrease over that of 
the last year of $1,655.00. Johnson county 
makes one of the best showings that has been 
received so far. The value of the taxable 
property in the county is $873,150.00, an. In- 
crease of $70,816.00 over 1886. If all the coun- 
ties in the state will show the same proportion 
in the values of taxable property, the aggre- 
gate amount of taxable property in the state 
will be very largely increased. 

MATTERS WERE QUIET at the state treasury 
yesterday. Inthe afternoon Colonel Harde- 
man went down to his home in Oxford to spend 
Sunday with his family. No warrants were 
paid yesterday, and the dayas a whole was 
very dull. The office of the principal keeper 
of the penitentiary was closed yesterday. 
Colonel Towers was in Rome, where he had 
gone in consequence of the news of a near rela- 
tive’s death, and Colonel E. T. Shubrick, the 
assistant keeper, went down to Augusta on 
Friday night on his way to the various peni- 
tentiary camps in the middle and southern 
parts of the state. 

ADJUTANT GENERAL KELL received on yes- 
terday from the war department at Washing- 
ton a communication notifying him 
of the receipt of the various requi- 
sitions for arms and ammunition 
made by the state under the general act ap- 
propriating $400,000 among the militia of the 
states. The adjutant was informed that his 
orders had been filled and the guns and am- 
munition were now on the way to their proper 
destination. The companies who will receive 
the benefit from these orders are commands in 
Screven county, Talbot county, Morgan coun- 
ty, Chatham county, andin one or two other 
places in the state. 

COMMISSIONER HENDERSON has everything 
perfected for the interstate convention of farm- 
ers to mect in Atlanta the middle of August.

During the last year of the war, the confed- 
erate soldiers frequently confiscated the live 
stock and other property of their own support- 
ers, aS well as that of the many unionists 
throughout the mountains. War’s necessities 
were never harsher teachers than to the pinch- 
ed and ragged veterans that still barred the 
way before the warmly clad, well fed hostsgof 
the north, during the final struggle immedi- 
ately preceding the surrender of Lee. 

Several miles, from Charleston, on the East 
Tennessee railroad, resided a wealthly farmer 
named Hosea Bulvain, familiarly known as 
“Old Hosy.”’ He had always been a strong 
secessionist and had one only son, Tom, who 
was the appie ol his eye Old Hosy was in 
the habit of saying to the pOorer young men 
of the neighborhocd: 

‘‘Now boys, you all’s go and do the fighting 
and me and Tom and the others, thet hev got 
the land, will stay at home and jest bodashus- 
ly make your grub fer ye. The sin’ers of war 
boys must be pervided or the thing’s busted, 
and we’uns have obleged to pervide ‘em, ef hit 
takes the last yearlin on Easternally creek.’’ 

When the conscription came on, Tom was 
draited. Old Hosy, with many wry faces, 
paid out two thousand confederate paper dol- 
lars’ fora substitute, and Tom remained at 
home, to stillaid in “‘pervidin the sin‘ers of 
war.’ After a while, General Wheeler’s con- 
federate cavalry came along, foraging for 
Longstreet’s hungry veterans before Knox- 
ville. Bulvain had taken all his live stock 
over tO an outiying farm back on the ‘‘ Knobs,’ 
where there were no main public roads. The 
locality was a secluded one, and Hosy congrat- 
ulated himself on his own shrewdness, when 
he saw his neighbors’ mules and cattle disap- 
pear down the main road, with Wheeler’s 
ragged, gray coated bovs behind them. He 
continued loud in patriotic attestations of his 
Willingness to work the land poor, to provide 
the much needed ‘‘sin’ers of war.”’ 

But one day he slipped over to his farm in 

Knobs, where some of his unionist neigh- 
rs were “lying out,’ and at the same time 
keeping a stealthly lookout over Hosy’s cattle. 

‘“Wa'l boys,” said he, ‘I’m sorry for ye, but 
the confederacy is bound to win, ef it takes all 
our corn. How’s the stock, boys? General 
Wheeler is a good man, but he’s powerful on- 
certain whose critturs he rides off with. He’s 
powertul hard up for grub, and you can’t al- 
ways tell one man’s cattic from another’s these 
year times.” 

‘‘Wa’l, now Hosy,”’ said one of ‘‘the boys,’’

thish year drotted, war come on, I—I stayed 
at home and did my duty—makin’ corn for 
‘em. ‘Then I paid two thousand clean cash for 
Tom, a substitute, and now they’ve walked off 
with three thousand dollars worth of stock, 
and never said turkey. Gentlemen, ef this 
veal is what they call Southern Lndependen¢e oC, 
I’ve had enough of it.’’ 

Wheeler soon retired. Ina few weeks time 
the whole Tennessee valley ‘‘was blue” with 
Sherman’s men on their way to the relief of 
Knoxville. Hosy still had a large drove of 
hogs hid away in a secluded cove. These 
some Yankee stragglers drove off: while a de- 
tail of Michigan men loaded his last ear of 
corn and side of bacon on some armv 
wagons, giving him a bayonet-prick or two 
and a thorough cursing by way ol receipt. 

“GenUlemen,”’ said he afterwards, to some 
friends as helpless as himself, “I’m out of 
pollertics entirely—jest bodashusly cleaned 
out. I wish both sides of ’em was locked 
up-in h—ll and I had the key.” 

In the lonely recesses of the mountains many 
an unrequils d trape dy took place. 
Men who were supposed to have 
money, would be taken from their 
homes by a raiding party, carried a few 
miles from their immediate neighborhood and 
ruthlessly shot down. The usual excuse was, 
that they had been reported as active unionists, 
or deserters. Their property, if of value, 
would be seized or destroyed, and their fami- 
lies left to destitution and mourning. 

it is but right to say, that these lawless acts 
were perpetrated mostly by independent bod- 
ies Of guerrillas, who, acting onder the cloak 
of lawful authority, really defied all law, and 
often assumed to be either federals or confed- 
erates, as, for the time being, best suited their 
Pp iPposes. 

The summer pilgrim loitering through the 
mountains, is often shown the place where 
such or such an one was coldly murdered, and 
left, perhaps, to be buried by womanly hands. 
He will then be told how only the women and 
children were left at home, how they plowed, 
heed, cut wood, gathered tlie scanty Grops, 
endured privations, asking nothing for them- 
Scivés, yet cver in fear and trembling for those 
most dear to them, whose ¢ ly refuge was the 
inaccessible caves aud hollows of their native 
mountains. 

When one sees the melancholy lack of e¢x- 
pression into which feminine features here 
usually settic tiemselyes aiter thirty _ 
as though the early charins of 
existence were 100 BOHON merged 
into an apathetic realization of its futility,— 
one feels that these horrible memeries of the 
war may still be doing their accursed work 
upon a people whose hard lines once fell in 
such unpleasant places. 

Many of the ha’ant and ghost stories now 
ld around the fireside, cluster about localities 
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made memorable to local tradition by the 
bloody tragedies of the war. Yet here, as else- 
where, time, change and a new generation, 
are obliterating the severity of its traces. ‘Lhe 
unchangeable mountains, are still here; but 
the human life that delves for sustenance at 
their feet, now intermingles as harmoniously 
as elsewhere in Dixie. Lincoln and Grant 
divide the reverence usually paid to Lee and 
Jackson ; but the division is an amiable one 

and is generally over-sealed by aunited belie

James Tuttle killed a few days ago in Kelley’s 
bottom, near here. It was of the specie known 
as the bull, or horned snake, resembling in 


color the rattlesnake, and nearly seven feet in | 


length. It had a large, bull-like head, a slen- 
der neck, and on the end of its tail a sharp 
horn two inches or more long. 

At sight of us, he said, it threw itself into an 
angry coil, with head up, ready for battle. 

“But that is not the first snake of that kind 
feversaw. Years ago, before the war, when 
I was aboy, living with old Mass’er Strickland, 
we killed one during wheat harvest. The 
cradlers, on going to dinner, left their cradles 
in the shade of a large mulberry tree, and 
when we returned an enormous snake of this 
kind was found with his horn buried in the 
body of the tree, unable to free itself. The 
leaves of the tree had already withered, and 
the tree died. Its stump is still there, and 
you can see it any time.”’ 

“Dis snake,’ remarked an old darky, 
*muser had er power 0’ fun in de pas twenty- 
five years. He _muser mos split his sides laffin 
at dis nigger runnin one time. I wuz in dar 
huntin er stray calf, when I hear sumfun blow 
de noise made me feel sorter lonesome like 
when all a sudden it blow of er gin, den I see 
dat snake gittin down tords wha’ I wuz; right 
den I fo’med de quick’us ‘pinion I ever did.

‘*T remember of seeing one of those snakes,”’ 
gaid Uncle Ed Davenport, who is a recognized 
oracle of incidents in the far away past.

We had been on many hunts together 
and in many tight places, and his perfect self- 
possession in cases of emergency impressed 
me with a feeling of respect for him. In order 
to kill an aligator with a rifle it is necessary to 
pieree its eyes, as the scales render the balance 
of its body bullet proof; and I never saw Dut- 
ton miss but one in our daily hunting. 

" IN THE POWER OF REPTILES. 

‘When we landed and proceeded on foot, 
Dutton, as was usual, went in front, his 
friend near him, then came + the old darky, 
and I brought up the rear. We had not gone 
more than two miles before the swamp _be- 
came rough and dense, and, as it was getting 
late in the evening, we calleda halt and de- 
cided to return to our boat before the night 
caught us in the swamp. We were all ready 
to go except Dutton, who had gone some dis- 
tance ahead and was notin sight.

THE EXODUS TO AFRICA, 


Negroes North and South Anxious to Go 
Back te-the Dark Continent. 
From the New York World. 

WASHINGTON, July 17.—Referring to a dis- 
patch published recently, stating that there was 
much dissatisfaction and suffering among the col- 
ored people who had emigrated to Liberia from this 
country, William Coppinger, the Liberian consul- 
general and secretary of the Colonization society, 
said today that the report was agreat exaggera- 
tion of the facts. 

“Tt is just the same in Liberia,’’ he continued, “as 
the world over. Some emigrants succeed and some 
fail.” 

Mr. Coppinger said that he had received few com- 
plaints, and they were unable to respond to all the 
applications they received, 

“Since our society was organized we have given 
homes to about twenty thousand colored people in 
the lands of their fathers, and we are sending ethers 
as fast as we can raise the necessary funds. We 
could send a million today if we had the where- 
withal with which to doit. You have no idea of 
the unrest there is in the minds of the colored popu- 
lation and the desire they have to return to Africa,” 

“Where do most of these appeals come from?’ 

“well, of course the larger number come from the 

south, for the bulk of the colored population is in 
the south, but that does not mean that the eolored 
people in the northern states are better satisfied 
with their condition than those of the south. I am 
receiving large numbers of appeals from the colored 
people of Kansas, Many of whom went there during 
the exodus of some years ago. They did not im- 
prove their condition as much as they expected. At 
any rate, they are very anxious to exchange Kansas 
for Africa. Weare sending more or less of them, 
but cannot respond to anything like the number of 
appeals we get?” 

‘-What seems to be the reason of the desire of the 

colored pepple in the north for leaving the country?” 
“They feel that they are nota part of the domi- 
nant race, and that they are not properly recog- 
nized socially and politically by the whites, and 
never will be, The gcneral pu! lie do not under- 
stayd how strong this feeling is with the negroes, 
and it will probably continue so. Many of them 
feel it very keenly. We hearitina marked dexree 
from those who went to Kansasz a few years ago.”’

The coneussion was appalling—a fearfal 
crash, followed by straining and grinding 
pounds anda peculiar upheaving of the ves- 
sel. Every one was wide awake in a moment. 
Some ran undressed into the saloon, where the 
Jamps were still alight, showing floor and ta- 
bles covered with broken glass. Ochers, has- 
tily dressing, rushed wpon deek, where ail was 
im wild confusion. This was chiefly owing to 
‘the Krwship hands and the Black passengers, 


“who were quite beside tlenwelves with terror ; 


and'when the boats were lowered it was they 
who endeavored'to seize and monopolize them. 

The whites kept cool throughout, and they 
secured the safety of the women, children and 
sick before secking their own. ‘They lowered 
them into the first boats, which had to be 
manned bythe ship’s Kra men. These fel- 
Jews proved troublesome from first to last, and 
ip one boat, at least, grew mutinous, threaten- 
ing to throw all the whites @verbeard, naively 
remarking: 

“BLACK MAN WANT TO SAVE BEACK MAN. 
No care for whites; throw ’em into de sea.” 

The gig and dingy, two trim and handy 
poats, were filled by a portion of the white 
‘crew, afew white male passengers andthe Kru 
oarsmen. The two lifeboats; which were in a 
very leaky condition, were filed by the re- 
maining passengers. Captain Brown, his first 
and second ofticcrs and a portion of the white 
“crew, numbering about ten in all, manfully 
stayed by the ship. It took from half to three- 
quarters of an hour to launch the six boats 
and to embark 138 persons without accident. 
Before leaving the ship some water anda 
small quantity of previsions were hastily 
thrown into each 
were unvictualled, and no efforts were made 
to save personal baggage. 

Before the beats put off Captain Brown 
strictly charged their occupants to keep as close 
as possible to the steamer during the night, an 
order which was disregarded or found to be im- 
practicable. They may have feared to ap- 
proach the wreek too closely, net knowing at 
what moment she might slip off the impaling 
rocks, and, sinking, engWlf the boats. This 
was no idle fear, for the position of the steamer 
was extremely critical.. She had struck below 
the main hold, just abaft the foremast, and 
when soundings were taken immediately after- 
ward, twelve feet of water was found in the 
main aud four feetinthe bunker hold. The 
fore and two aft segments (she was built 
jn five compartments) continued dry to the 
last, necessitating the outraking of the engine 
fires to prevent boiler explosion. The sea lead 
at first cave two.and a half fathoms under 
port midships; five: fathoms at stern 
and the same at bow. After an ~ hour 
or two the wreek, possibly raised 
by the tide, drifted shoreward, bumping 
along the intervening shelf of rocks and re- 
volving on her axis, s0 that when day broke 
she lay port side on, within a ship's length of 
shore. Ier bows were then almost under, her 
stern almost out of water and the whole ves- 
sel heeled over slightly to starboard, thus re- 
ceiving the full shock of the waves on her 
bows and midship deck. ah 
. If the position of the steamer during the 
Right was perilous that of the six boats was 
equally so. The night had become darker, 
aud frequent rain squalls swept through the 

loom, drenching the unfortuuate people to 
Bre skin and still more obscuring surrounding 
dangers. They were almost encircled by 
/breakers, and a strongcurrent, with sea wind, 
set them down along shore away from the 
teamer and toward a wall of reef which 
showed white and appalling through the night.

‘warning them that all attempts to land dur- 
ng the darkness would prove disastrous. 
They had the choice of returning on board 
\the steamer, whose lights could be distin- 
wuished all night, or fighting for life against 
ywind and wave in the boats, and they all 
referred this alternative. At times the 
ssengers pulled the oars to keep warm, for, 
though packed together like sardines, the 
r people were only half clothed, and not 
nly wet by rain and spray, but were up to the 
nees in water, the boats requiring constant 
(Bailing to keep them afloat. 
¥ When the longed-for dawn appeared, it re- 
vealed new and unexpected dangers. Great 
imabers of patives were seen hurrying in ant- 
ke lines along the beach toward the wreck. 
Phe Kru hands, manning the two surf boats— 
‘perhaps claiming kindred here—at once made 
a move for the shore. Thetwo surf boats, con- 
taining the women, children and an invalid 
een dom priest, were the only boats that 
jlanded, as the Europeans in the other fonr 
‘prevented their black crews following the lead.

| No soonerhad the surf boats touched than 
they became the prey of the natives. Swarms 
of almost naked men, women and children

kly assembly of whites and blacks, males

ymake a professional pickpocket stare. 

One ring resisted every effort to remove it, 
‘but the savage, more fertile of resources than 
the graduate of Seven Dials, proceeded to chop 
the fi ver off the poor woman’s hand who pos- 

ed the ring. wa noticeable that no 
jother instance occurred of ring sticking after 
‘this. Having stripped thestrangers of almost 
everything the savages assembled of whom a 
English, made them understand 
‘ that everything which tonehed their land 
thereby became confiscated, or, as they put it, 
“Ships touch we country, 

EBBERYTHING BELONG TO WE.”’ 

Mr. Kamsey, an American passenger, was 

practically leader of the party, and tried his 
»owers of moral suasion and conciliation. He 
Book the natives’ hands with touching 
armth, smiled on everybody, and made. as 
Right of the situation aa possible, and by these 
means brought the savages into a better mind. 
_ suddenly the ship’s gun and several pistol 
hots were discharged fromthesteamer. This 
paused great alarm and excitement among the 
watives. They crowded around Mr. Ramsey, 
om angrily demanded why “white man try 
Bhoot lack man,’ and he 
partially suceeeded in convincing 
tiem that the shots were sig- 
als of distress, Hada black been wounded 
ve belicves that the party would have been 
pnassacred. The savages surrounded the party, 
aud by force and gesture appeared bent on 
i The ringleader was a gigantic fel- 
ow, who, in addition to the usual machete, 
wore a long bowie knife in a scabbard of wild 
beast skin around his neck, Mr, . Ramsey's 
poothing avts were wasted on tis mouster, who 
ikily refused his proffered hand, re- 
frowns for his smilies.

hat upon his gray head. He appeared to take 
a very friendly view of the situation, notwith- 
standing the eloquence of the giant, and shook 
hands with Mr. Ramsey, who, through an in- 
arr atonce placed himself and party 
under his protection—a stroke of diplomacy 
which appeared to clinchthe peace. From 
this time forth the natives ceased to trouble, 
and actually ‘‘lent’’ one of the surf boats tothe 
Kruship hands, who rowed the whole party 
back to the wreek. This boat was of course 
afterward returned to its ‘we country” own- 
ers. 

This episode is given to illustrate the most 
favorable treatment to be. expected by-persons 
shipwrecked onthe Kru coast, forin many 
other plages they would have been 

SOLD INTO SLAVERY TO THE ARABS 
or put to death. 

n the return of the other boateto the 
wreck, Captain Brown's party held a consul- 
tation as to the best course to pursue. Some 
were for putting to sea in the boats and going 
south tothe nearest settlement; others for 
staying by the shipeand keeping the natives 
off by force until succor arrived; a third party 
recommended ng to the factory, which 
could be plainly seem stending upon a reeky 

oint, about.three miles away to the west. 

“his discussion was brought toan end by the 
arrival of a boat, sent by Mrs. Julio, colored, 
from the factory, and it was resolved to accept 
her kind inyitation to come to her place. 

Up te this time only afew savages had come 
on beard, but when it became known that the 
whites meditated leaving the wreck, many 
hundreds of savages started from the shore, 
where more than a thousand had already col- 
lected. The fore partof the ship was first 
invaded, and then ensued a scene of inde- 
scribable confusion. The. savages at- 
tacked the forecastie and cabins, burst- 
ing in doors, smashing windows, chop- 
ping up the woodwork with knives and ketch 
ets, and breaking im pieces every fragile arti- 
cle. They next seized the baggage, tearing 
open boxeS and“ scattering their contents 
abroad or casting them over the ship’s side. 
Quickly growing in numbers and daring, they 
pressed back upon the state cabins and saloon, 
where for a time they were kept at bay. Fin- 
ally, some bolder than their fellows made a 
rush for the windows and quickly demolished 
them, thus finding entrance to the saloon and 
cabins within. Besistance was futile, so the 
whites retired, and the savages, with shouts 
and half delirious with excitement, proceeded 
to wreck everything before them. They 
quickly wrenched off the brass work, railings, 
trays, clocks, lamps, etc., while others hacked 
the chairs, tables, couches and presses to 
pieces,.and chipped off the os mouldings 
with knives and ¢utlasses. The piano was re- 
duced té matchwood, for it was thought to be 
a large money, box, its musical sound being 
mistakea ferthe jingle of hidden coin. 

Next’came the bursting open of lockers and 
trunks, the discovery of spirituous drinks, riot- 
ing, looting, drunkenness and bloodshed. 

The holds had been invaded by this time and 
an unlimited supply of Krueman’s familiar 
spirits, ‘‘squaw faced gin,’’ obtained. Great 
numbers-of the natives were soon drunk and 
the position of the Europeans became more 
critical. Brave Captam Brown had at first, 
seizing a log of wood, laid around him on the 
savages’ heads, but they quickly disarmed 
him. 

AFTERWARD HE DREW A REVOLVER, 
but his arm was thrust aside and he sent a 
bullet through his left palm, thus fortunately 
placing himself hors G#combat, for had he 
shot any natives nothing could have 
saved the entire party from immediate 
massacre. An effort was also made by the 
third officer to rescue the gold dust, -which 
was kept in the ship’s strong room beneath the 
saloon, but he found the savages busy at work 
demolishing its door, and was obliged to retreat 
to save his life. Boat after boat was at this 
time departing, and it was about 11a. m. that 
the last boat, containing the captain, who 


the mouth of Tahou river. Julio’s men had 
piloted the little flotilla safely through the in- 
tricate channel between the beef and river, but 
even at the last the natives did not spare the 
unfortunates. Upon the arrival of every boat 
@ rsh was made, and the few 
things that had escaped capture 
were almost: all seized. It was here 
that theship’s box was stolen andall the papers 
lost, except the ship’s manifest and the cap- 
tain’s certificate, which he received back as 
a great favor from the king. Here also one 
lifeboat was confiscated by the natives, but 
although the other lifeboat, gig and dingy had 
touched ‘‘we country’’ their small value in the 
Kru estimation was such that they were among 
the few relics of the Senegal brought home by 
the reseuing steamer Rocquelle. 

After this final pillage the Senegal people 
were permitted to go to the factory, whieh was 
close by the landing place. Here they were 
received very cordialky, and most hospitably 
entettained by Mrs, Julio, Between four and 
tive o'clock on the evening of this eventful 
day the steamer Locquelle appeared in the 
offing. She saw the wreck and also the dis- 
tress signals flying from the flagstaff of the fac- 
tory, 80 she anchored, and the captain and 
mate came ashore. lt was decided to sleep at 
the faetory. Early on the morning of June 3 
the 148 Senegal people embarked on board the 


voyage. On the afternoon of June4 she fell 
in with the steamer Congo at Adda, a trading 
station on the Kru coast, and here the ship- 
wrecked passengers and crew were transferred 
from the Rocquelle on beard the Congo, which 
conveyed them home, 

The estimated value of the Senegal and 
cargo is £30,000. She had about 1,000 casks 
of paim oil, 5,000 bags ef kernels, 30 tons of 
kopra, 60 tons of loose kernels, £10,000 worth 
of gold dust; some ivory, rubber and miscella- 
neous cargo on board, all of which were irre- 
trievably lost.

The Dress Coat Doomed.

The days of the dress coat are, we fear, 
drawing near their end now that they bave passed 
from the boxes to the uttermost edge of the dress 
circle. A season or two more will see them in the 
gallery aud the boxes wil] begin to drop them. The 
end may be nearer than we think. Much was ex- 
pected from the marriage of the most brilliant peer 
in Great Britain to the daughter of the London 
Rothschild; but more conid scarcely havecomé than 
the great evening party given by Lady Rosebery ‘‘to 
meet the kings and princes now in London,’’ in 
whieh the frock coat replaced the swallow-ail.

How Vieksburg Was Saved—Touching Mess- 
ages Telling of Broken Hearts—A 
Telegram to Jeff Davis.

The following, says The Galveston News, is 
a condensed account of the adventnres of a 
confederate, who, like many thousands of oth- 
ers, had a “hard row to hoe’”’ for a while, and 
who, like those who have not since the event- 
ful days of the late war ‘‘passed over the river,” 
or, in soldier vernacular, “passed in his 
checks,” o¢tasionally takes a retrospective 
view of those grand and eventful times, and 
considers it a matter of wonder- 
ment that he still walks the earth, 
“a thing of life;”’ aye, and feeling 
younger and fresher than he did twenty-seven 
years ago, ‘‘a boy among the boys,” stilFpur- 
suing avocations of life, with hope as bueyant 
as when he shouldered arms and marched with 
elastic step to the sound of “Old Tom Roach’s 
clarinet’ over the grand old hills of Vicksburg, 
the admiration of the lovely girls,a perfect 
hero in his own estimation, imagining the eyes 
of the world upon him in awful wonderment. 

This much as an introductory. Hailing 
from Houston, Texas, but at the commence- 
ment of the late unpleasantness temporarily 
residing in Vicksburg, the enthusiasm se pre- 
valent in the hill city over the prospect of giv- 
ing the northmen a trial of strength was, like 
other epidemi¢s, catching; and the writer's 
system becoming perfectly impregnated with 
the disease, and not finding a remedy, allowed 
it to take such a hold that he at once wrote-his 
name in a bold hand asa member of the Vicks- 
burg Cadets, as noble a command as ever 
shouldered arms, and with a —_—, (J esse 
White) a true type of the noble southern 
youth of those days, who represented all that 
was chivalrous, honorable, fearless—in fact, 
““God’s noblest work,’’ a perfect gentleman. 

The writer of this being at!that time asound 
telegraph operator—something then so rare in 
- the south, agimen of that profession, mostly 
hailing from the north, silently folded their 
tents and hied themselves northward on the 
commencement of hostilities—was at once or- 
dered from his command, receiving instruc- 
tionsto report for duty, in the ca i Op- 
erator, at Gorinth, Miss.

the news of the downfall of Memphis was re- 
ceived Lee Daniel was ordered to Transylvania 
to take-charge of said wire, keeping a strict 
lookout for any federal boats coming down the 
river, aS the federals would no doubt make an 
attack on Vicksburg. The writer was ordered 
across the river oppose Vicksburg, with in- 
structions not to be absent from his post more 
than one hour ata time, All batteries at 
Vicksburg were ordered to respect my red 
light at night and green flag by day when cross- 
ing the river in askiff which I used for the 
purpose of sending for supplies and forwarding 
any news to the general commanding.

I feared my frail craft would hardly 
live in such a sea, but knowing it to be all my 
own fault that I had been caughtin such a 
storm on the wrong side of the river, deter- 
inined me to cross at all hazards. After super- 
human efforts I reached the Louisiana shore 
in safety. Hastily securing my boat, with a 
choking sensation at my throat, for excitement 
at neglect of my duty had rendered me almost 
a paralytic, I rushed into the office, and, as 
telegraphers say, cut in. Instantaneously I 
heard my old chum (Daniel) calling “vy,” “y”’ 
with the energy of despair. I answered i i i~y. 

His first words were, “Great God, F——, 
sixty-nine transports and gunboats have pass- 
ed since dark, and as far as the eye can reach 
up the river they are still coming. Rush 
across and give the alarm. I leave here, for

SHE MARRLED A “COUNT.” 


‘The Sad Story of an American Girl--Discov- 


eredi in an Insane Asylum, 
Washington Special to Detroit Tribune. 

‘‘No one who has not had practical experi- 
ence has apy idea of the various duties which a 
consul representing his Country abroad is required 
to perform,” said Dr. St. Clair, the able chief of the 
consular bureau of the state department, to your 
correspondent yesterday, ‘Not only have they to 
look after the commercial interests of theircountry, 
but they have to attend to some of the queerest 
kind of requests from their countrymen at home. 
Tt has more than once been the case that a consul 
hasbeen applied to. to. purehase peculiar animals 
found in the country to which they are accredited, 
all the way from elephants to rare kinds of lizards. 

Very frequently they are asked to collecta num- 
ber of specimens of the sea-shells peculiar to their 
partofthe world. Only a short time ago we recciv- 
ed a request from a gentleman in Kentucky asking 
that the consul at Barcelona, in Spain, procure for 
him a fine specimen of the native ass for breeding 
purposes, the gentleman being under the impression 
that that animal attained toa large size in Spain, 
The request was forwarded, and the Kentuekian 
has since received a very fine animal of the donkey 
kind, 

But the more frequent requests, outside of the 
rurely commercial duties of the consul, are ofa 
purely private and family kind. If ason, daugh- 
ter, husband or wife goes astray, or if information is 
required of the whereabouts of a person of any de- 
gree of relationship to the inquirer in a foreign 
country, application is at once made to the repre- 
sentatives of this country nearest the place where 
the missing person is supposed to be, and the consn! 
is asked to look him up. Some very startling ro- 
mances have been unearthed in this way thrcu:sh 
the consular agencies. That was a strange case 
which was unearthed some time ago in Florence, 
Italy, by Mr. A. Schuyler Crosby, who was then 
United States consul at that place. One day he was 
conducting & party of Ameticans through the prin- 
cipal places of iuterest in the city, and among the 
places visited was the insane asylum. As the party 
was going through the wards one of the inmates of 
the institution suddenly called out to Mr. Crosby: 

“Oh. sir; you are an American, are you not? For 
God’s sake come here and listen to my story.”’ Mr. 
Cros | from whence the piteous ap- 
peal eame, and saw behind the Dara woman nauch 
emaciated, but apparently sane. He listened to her 
story, and, after making inquiries, set himself to 
work to procure her release, in which he succeeded 
after a great deal of trouble. 

The woman’s story was as follows: She was born 
in Mobile of wealthy parents, and being attractive 
in appearance, she had a number of suitors for her 
hand in marriage. One day an Italian came to the 
city. He was handsome and wrote the prefix 
“count” before hisname. {He soon got himself in- 
troduced into the best circles of Mobile society, and 
by his pleasant and courteous bearing became a 
great favorite among the ladies of the place. He 
became a constant visitor at the house of Miss —, 
the subject of this story, and intimacy began to 
ripen inte love on the part of the young girl. The 
parents did not approve of the match, but the hand- 
some Italian portrayed to the love-smitten girl in 
glowing terms the wealth of his affection 
for her and the beauties of the 
lovely Florentine home which he wished her 
to become the mistress of. At last his entreaties 
were successful, and the young girl was married to 
the “count” seeretly. When the girl’s parents heard 
of it they were enraged. Her father refused to have 
anything to do with her, and instead of giving her 
the fortune he had intended to be hers, settled on 
her the sum of $2,000 a year. The young couple 
started for Europe, but it soon became apparent to 
the wife that her husband was not only not in love 
with her, but that his only object in marrying her 
was to procure her fortune, and having failed in 
that through the anger of her father, bad no more 
use for her. 

Shortly after reaching Florence the “count” had 
three physicians called in, and they made an exam- 
ination of the young girl, much to her surprise and 
terror, On the following day a covered wagon came 
to the door and she was told to get inside. When 
she refused she was seized from behind and rudely 
pound and bandaged. She fainted, and when she 
recovered she found herself in the insane asylum, 
There she remained for over two years, until she 
was found by Mr. Crosby. Meanwhile, the 
husband, who had caused her incarceration, wrote 
home to the girl’s parents that she was 
very sick, and described the expense he was putting 
himself to in order to take proper care of the girl he 
loved so well. The father was too proud to allow 
him to bear the full expense of his daughter’s ill- 
ness under the circumstances and sent along regular 
remittances. The “count” paid $600 to the asylum 
for the keep of his wife and lived in good style upon 
the remaining $1,500. Assoon as the news reached 
Mobile ofthe true state of affairs, however, the re- 
mittances suddenly stopped, aud the young girl was 
received home with open arms, The “count” is 
still living in Florence, but hasto resort to other 
means of earning a living. ~

Showing the Advancement Taking in Atlanta 
on Artistic Work—A Just Tribute 
to the Perfect Taste of an 
Atlanta House. 


“For high device is still the highest foree.”— 
George Eliot. 

It is unfortunate that the press of today cannot 
pay individual mark, worth or merit, a deserving 
tribute, without having the world look upon it as an 
advertisement. However much this is to be re- 
gretted, THE CoNsTITUTION deems it proper to pass 
judgment upon a piece of work recently finished 
here which has no superior in artistic merit on the 
continent. Those who read these lines can take 
what is said on faith and afterwards seek the sub- 
ject of this sketch for themselves and find out if the 
facts have been exaggerated or misstated in any 
sense, THE CONSTITUTION has ever been anxious 
as wellas zealousin according merit where it was 
deserved, and certainly never in the history of the 
paper in making mention of local progress and de- 
velopment has it had a fitter theme than in the 
present instance. For several weeks past a corps of 
artisans have been keeping closed doors on the in- 
terior decorations at Freeman & Crankshaw’s beau- 
tiful jewelry establishment, and many a passer-by 
has stopped too peek through the front windows to 
catch a glimpse of the work in progress. It was im- 
possible, however, to form any conception whatever 
of the full scope of the design, and what it suggested 
asa whole. It has recently been finished, and now 
the store is open at last for inspection, Probably 
not within the observation of any ong, who has seen 
the finished work, has sucha perfect harmony of 
artistic conception in the color and design been 
noticed anywhere in this country. ‘Its originality 
and complete uniqueness at once suggest everything 
that could add taste and perfect blending of color. 
The walls had been specially prepared in rough 
plaster, stipple relief style, and then painted a deli- 
cate pale blue. On this exquisite tint, the decorations 
were more in fresco work, the color being eight 
shades of pink and gray. Around the side walls, 
which are about twelve feet high, runsa lovely 
frieze in charming Renaissance scroll effect, giving 
that portion of the work just the relief demanded 
by a high artistic conception. The ceiling, however, 
isthe crowning glory toa work already beautiful 
without it. A broken trellis of wild pink roses, with 
vines intertwining, has been so. executed that the 
blue ground shows a perfect tapestry effect that is 
lovely beyond expression, if indeed it is not positive- 
ly enchanting, About a three-quarter length from 
the front, a carved Romanesque arch, with cornices 
of turned lattice efiect, spans the entire room, giv- 
ing a pleasing reliefto the general interior. It is 
massive in structure, and adds a suggestion of 
strength as well as beauty—just such an addition to 
a work ofartasan elegant frame would give toa 
perfect picture. Back of this arch is an octagonal 
dome sky light, under Which the rich gems of the 
establisnmentare exhibited. The same decorations 
appear here as ou the frieze, save thatthe difference 
in design giyes another, though just as pleasing 
effect, 

The accessories to a picture are to be considered in 
passing judgment on its quality. Simplicity ruling 
lu these, a stronger effect is given to the subject un- 
der treatment. It would have been a lasting shame

Resulting inevitably as logical sequences of the above primary proposition are two secondary 
premises which underlie al! problems in Pathology and all principles in Therapeutics, and afford 
the only scientific solution of the essential nature of disease, the rationale of its various formas 
and the rules for the administration of remedies. These are: 

1. Disease is not a thing, or entity, that should be suppressed, subdued, counteracteds 
b-oken up, destroyed, cast out, or killed, or cured, but a process to be regulated and directed. 
In other words, disease, of every name and kind, are remedial efforts, or attempts of the vital 
organism to recover the normal state. The vital organism endeavors to recover the normal 
State by removing the causes of its abnormal conditions, these causes consisting of poisons 
jntroduced from without, impurities engendered within—in consequence of retained excretions 
—bile, sweat, urine, feces and carbonic acid gas—or of mechanical impediments. This being 
admitted, it follows inevitably that the medical profession has always been in error in regard to 
the correct theory of disease; and this fact suggests the explanation of its successful method of

‘The deadly virtnes of its healing art,”’ 
have been as disastrous in practice as its theory has been false in science. 

2. The medical agents (and the same is true of poisons, impurities, and all causes of dis 
ease except those which consist in mechanical injuries) do not act upon or make impressions on 
the vital organs and structures, in virtue of special affinities which they possess inherently an 


the contrary, the vital organs and structures act on them. It is the living vital organism, and 
not the dead inorganic substance, that acts. The living organism acts on other materials to use 
and appropriate them in its normal processes, if they are normally related, and hence non-use- 
able. Thus, all proper food material, being normally related and useable, is appropriated to the 
formation of the vital structures and organs in the process of development, grewth and replen- 
ishment—“‘vis conservatrix nature ;’’ while all poisons and impurities, being abnormally re, 
lated and non-useable, are rejected and expelled by the various processes which are termed dis- 
eases or remedial efforts ‘‘vis medicatrix nature.’’

tion, Vomiting, purging, sweating,diuresis, etc., all of which are remedial efforts, and constitute 
50 many different forms of disease. 


3. Admitting the preceding propositions, it follows that disease should not be “cured;” | 


thatnature has not provided remedies for disease, and that there is no “law of cure’ in the 
universe (the only condition of cure, as faras the patient is concerned, being obedience in all 
respects to vital laws), the teachings of all the ages, and the practice of the medical profession 
fof three thousand years to the contgary notwithstanding. 

4. If all the above propositions are true (and we profess our ability to demonstrate theit 
truthfulness, and hold ourselves in readiness to do so in oral or written discussion whenever a 
competent opposition will publicly dispute them), the so-called “‘science of medicine’’ is no 
science at all, and its so-called “healing art’’ is pure and unmitigated empyricisn:. Such

basis.

It is very easy to ‘“‘subdue” symptoms by destroying vitality, as it is easy to cure the disease by 
killing the patient. The more devitalized any person becomes, from the effects of drugs of 
from any other cause, the less numerous and less violent will his symptoms appear, for th@ 
reason that he has less vitality to be manifested in remedial effort; and if he is entirely dead, 
he will manifest no symptoms of any kind, nor remedial effort in any degree. Bleeding, for 
example, frequently relieves all the urgent and distressing symptoms in cholera, yellow fever, 
typhoid pneumonia, and other diseases of low diathesis; and a few repetitions relieve thé 
patient of all symptoms, and of all disease, and of all possibility of ever being sick again. 

Symptoms of disease are signs of distress; they are indications that something is wrong. 
They constitute the language of pathology, by which we ascertain the morbid conditions and 
understand whattodo. They are the call of the vital instincts for assistance: and we should 
assist them by removiug the causes of the trouble, or supplying such conditions as wijl enable 
them to do it for themselves. We should not silence the outcry for help; we should not add 
drug to poison, and poison to impurity; we should add nothing to the burden the living system 
is struggling against.

When the causes are removed the symptonis will disappear, and the disease, having 2° 
more REMEDIAL work to do, will cease to exist; in other words, health will be restored. 

No physician has ever given a rational reason why a person should be poisoned because he 
is sick ; nor can any one give a reason that will bear a moment’s scientific examination. Yet 
medical authors generally confess, with Professor Alonzo Clark, M.. D., of the New York 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, that “every medicine is a poison, and every dose dimin- 
ishes the patient’s vitality ;’’ and with Professor John W. Draper, M. D., of the New York 
University Medical School, that ‘vitality once lost can never be regained.” 

The Allopathic system professes as well as confesses to “‘cure one disease by producing an- 
other ;” that is, it cures the existing disease by inducing a different drug disease—‘‘contrarii 
contrarius curantur.”

and absurd delusion. . 

Hut, notwithstanding the different pretentions and confessions of these rival medical sy* 
tems, they are only modifications of drugopathy, and treat diseases on the same plan essentl- 
ally, whether they deal in big or little doses, and whether they employ mineral, vegetable, * 
animal poisons.

' TO BE ERECTED AT LEXINGTON, 


3 A Bketch of the Statesman and Warrior— 
a Second Only to Henry Clay as an 
Urator. 


Lextvoton, Ky., July 22.—[Special Corres- 
podent of The Constitution. ]—In the midst of 
the heated spell and while the political bar- 
becues are keeping the unterrified of Kentucky 
at fever heat, there is still some room left for 
the memory of a man who was once the idol 
of. this state and district—John C. Brecken- 
ridge. The Breckenridge monument associa- 
sion have contracted for and have completed a 
fine equestrian statue of the great Kentuckian, 
which is to be erected here in the market 
piace some time this fall. Valentine, of Rich- 
mond, Va., is the sculptor, and those who 
have seen the work pronounce it one of the 
best if not the best he has éver done. 

Just now the committee of the association 
is engaged in selecting a site for the statue and 
arranging as to its pedestal and surroundings. 
The pedestal matter was not of so muclfUifii- 
oulty, the suggestions of the sculptor as to ma- 
terials and form being in the main followed, 
But as to the question of location the modern 
Athenians of Lexington are in somewhat of a 
turmoil as they usually are about small de- 
tails. The committee have decided to put the 
statuc in the middie of ‘‘Cheapside,’’ a broad 
street on one side of the court housé square 
where there is a busy throng of people 
and all sorts of sales going on every 
court day. The statue will be in the centre 
of an oval enclosure and will have 
a fountain on one side of it anda watering 
trough on the other so that man and beast

It was this which distin- 
guished*him and Mr. Clay from other men of 
their day and generation. 

I recollect one instance of the man’s power 
of judgment and good sense in minute matters 
which made its impression on me at the time. 
I was editing a small newspaper and used my 
sleeping room fora sanctum. General Breck- 
enridge very often came there and looked over 
exchanges while I wrote. As he was a quiet 
man he never annoyed me and there was not 
a great deal of conversation between us. But 
there was something of a friendship such as 
will spring up unconsciously between two 
quiet men each intent upon his own purposes 
without their being. conscious of it. And 
sometimes he would lay his paper down and 
talk to me about the policy of my paper, or 
defects in my literary style, or other trivial 
matters in a very pleasant and kindly way. 
always found his judgment good, though 
it was usually contrary to my own. On 


one occasion he observed a smal] ped box - 


pistol on my table aneeng, the litter of newspa- 
pers and manuscript. twas the text fora 
very forcible lecture to me 
from him on homicide and 
the carrying of concealed weapons. The con- 
clusion of it was that it Was worse™than folly 
to carry such a pistol as that. He thought no 
young man should carry weapons. “But,” 
said he, “if you carry a pistol it must only be 
when your lifeis in danger, and you are de- 
termined to kill some other man -to save it. 
You then ought to have the best weapon you 
can get—no little thing like this. You might 
inflict two or three mortal wounds with this 
and your adversary yet be able to kill you be- 
fore he died. If you must have a pistol get a 
large one and then even if you fail to kill, one 
bullet will paralyze him and you will not be 
hurt.”” I saw the good sense of his advice and 
have not iorgotten it. 

In physique John Breckenridge was one of 
the handsomest men I ever saw. Tall and 
commanding in appearance with broad shoul- 
ders and a powerfully knit frame he would at- 
tract attention anywhere for he was straight 
as an Indian and graceful as the prince ina 
fairy tale. Blue eyes, mild in repose, passion- 
ately steely in moments of excitement on the 
battlefield or in the forum, lit up tlie face of a 
Greek god which without its long iron gray 
mustache and its forceful chin might have 
done duty foran Appollo. He was all syme- 
try and the prominent brow could not domi- 
neer over the perfect nose, the firm set lips or 
the well proportioned chin. Inevery line and 
mark of him there was the seal and sign man- 
ual of a man. 

To this god like form and the character 
which lay back of what he knew § and 
what he was his success was due, 
He propelled himself forward as if from 
a catapult and at once the sternest aevdrsary 
and the kindest, tenderest, friend to be found. 
People loved the mag rather than his intellect 
and his talents gained fresh lustre because 
they were part of John C. Breckenridge. 

Igrow garrulous in thinking of him, and 
overflow my limits in your paper, though I 
but partially depict the man as I knew him. 
Perhaps when the monument is erected here I 
will write again and give the fuller measure 
of his character. His name is known to his- 
tory but stat nominus umbra—so few really 
know what manner of man he was. ‘To know 
him better will harm no one, and add to the 
sum of human information.

UNDER ETHER. 


The Way Operations Are Performed on Pa- 
tients Who Fade Intoa Dream, 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

The doctor got out his ether aparatus, and 
soon compounded a smell like a photographer’s 
shop in olden days, while out of the corner of 
my eye I could see the surgeon, who had taken 
off his coat and pulled some guards oyer his 
wrists and arms, arranding his weaponsin a 
neat row onthe dressing table. When the 
doctor had got his machine ready he placed it 
over my nose and mouth, with instructions to 
breathe deeply two or three times. The appa- 
ratus used for giving ether consists of a box in 
which the compound is placed, and an _ oval 
india-rubber mask, very pliant and flexible, 
projecting from it, with a tap which shows 
communication between the two parts to be 
cut off or established at will. . The mask part 
was placed over my face, and I inhaled deeply 
once or twice, with the only result that i 
was seized with a choking cough, which, how- 
ever, was soon followed ®y a pleasant and rest- 
ful sensation. I felt as if I were gently dozing 
off on a Warm summer’s day, so I closed my 
eyes and placed my arms dotvn by my sides 
that they might not enterfere with my breath- 
ing. The doctor bent over me and raised an 
eyelid, but I was wide enough awake to say: 
“Not yet, doctor.”’ I was rapidly going, though, 
and felt | was beginning to lose consciousness. 
The lightseemed gently to fade away, giving 
lace todarkness that was not awful or horri- 

le, but soft and restful. There was no giddi- 
ness or singing in the ears, but silence and 
darkness settled down over me, and then a red 
veil seemed to come from between my eyes 
and to float away into the increasing gleom, 
gradually diminishing toa red spot, the only 
speck of light left.

THE WATERMELON SEASON. 


High Freight Rates Cause Intense Suffer- 
ing in Northern Cities. 


From the St. Lovis Republican. 

The season is now ripe for the watermelon 
harvest, but the harvest thus far has been a lit- 
tle backward. This chiefly is imputed, in com- 
mon with a number of other inconveninces, to 
the ubiquitous interstate commerce bill, which 
has @ the freight rates from Geoargia, 
where the first lots of melons sold in this city 
came from, so high that shipping them this 
year has been found unprofitable both for the 
grower and dealer. Formerly it cost from $70 
to $75, and occasionally from interior points as 
high as $90, a car load for sLipping from Geor- 
gia. This year the rate is $140 a car-load. It is 
not to be wondered at, therefore, why, although 
the crop in the south has been a nee one, the 
supply this season of fine watermelons has been 
80 very inadequate to the demand and that 
they continue at such a high price. The scar- 
city has been felt everywhere. Poor people 
especially complain of it, and dealers here are 
receiving from regular customers from all parts 
cf the north and west orders which they are 
unable to fill. This city is a large distributing 
point for those sections of the country, but 
very few melons have thus far been sent away. 
Until within the past few days the quantity 
arriving has not been sufficient for home con- 
sumption. The best variety, too, are the first 
which come from Georgia. They are known 
as the Koitgems; fine, large, heavy fruit, and 
dark, with stripes running lengthwise. The 
count, as as a rule, about 900 to the car lard, 
and at wholesale range in price from $27 to$35, 
and occcasionallyas highas $40 tothe hundred. 
At retail they sell at from 45c to 60c a piece. 

HIGH-PRICED GEORGIA FRUIT. * 

The flavorof the Georgia waterme!l is a great 
delight to the epicure, and being always higher 
in price than any other, and the first of the 
season, they are sold only by the best class of 
fruit dealers and grocers, the chief buyers rep- 
resenting the principal clubs and hotels. Close 
upon the Georgias, and, of course, inferior, fol- 
low the Texas melons, the first two car loads of 
which arrived in this markei three days ago, 
and sold at from $20 to $25 the hundred, to 
dealers, who retailed them at from 20c to 40c a 

‘iece. The season of these is brief, as the 
Missouri fruit usually displaces them aftera 
very short reign.. This year indeed the home 
melons preceded their kindred of Texas, three 
car loads arrived on last Saturday, and as many 
as fifty car loads again on Monday of this week. 
These first Missouri watermelons are always 
very poor truck, although they pour so plentiful- 
ly into the market that they are readily bought 
by the meatshopmen and grocers of the cheap- 
er sort. They are usually small, numbering as 
many as 1400 in a car load, and selling at from 
$55 to $135 a car load, and are retailed at from 
10c and upward, according to size. Swell gro- 
cers and fruit men do not handle this early 
home-grown fruit, as oftentimes one-third in 
100 of the melons would be regarded by dainty 
people unfit for use, but all descriptions of 
edlars pool their money, and buying a lot, 
aw them through the town in every direc- 
tion. They form a curius lot, many of them 
Italions who speculate in all kinds of fruit 
during the different times of the year, and 
many a thifty housewife who has fancied she 
was driving a bargain by buying of this irre- 
sponsible class has been sadly: disillusioned 
when she came to test her purchase.

How They Start and Whence They Come. 
From the New York World. 

That they emanate from the Interior of the 
continent itself seems a more tenable oo 
sis. During the recent.intense heat it wasa 
common thing to hear of the mercury in ‘‘the 
nineties” over the northwest and the upper 
Mississippi valley, when at the same hour on 
the gulf coast—so near the tropics—the ther- 
mometer registered but little more than eighty 
degrees. Although the sun has been receding 
from us and commenced his — south- 
ward on the 22d, and on the{2d inst,, the earth

have decreased since the solatice, June 21, 
about five degrees. But the reduction in the 
amount of heat then received from his rays 
on the northern ag ay will be only about 
1-180th of that which he shot down upon that 
line when he was vertically over it. 

It follows from these considerations that our 
great “‘hot waves” are generated in the inte- 
rior of the continent by the diurnal accumula- 
tion of soil temperature. This massing of 
heat in the land by day, however, would cause 
no such “hot waves’’ as we have recently had, 
were it not that the water vapor in the atmos- 

here is plentiful enough to prevent the soil 
rom radiating as much heat by night as it has 
stored up by day. The earth’s heat rapidly 
escapes through the atmosphere into space 
unless the air is charged with vapor. Pro- 
fessor Tyndall and other physicists have dem- 
onstrated that, though only one per cent of 
the atmosphere may be made up of vapor 
molecules, ‘this small modicum of aqueous 
vapor intercepts fifteen times the quantity of 
heat (escaping from the earth) stopped by the 
whole of the air in which it is diffused.””’ We 
may therefore safely infer that the American 
‘‘hot waves’’ are formed in the great plains, 
when the absolute humidity of the air, in 
either its upper or lower strata, is exception- 
ally high. This inference is Sustained by the 
fact that among the highest soil temperatures 
on record are those observed by Sir John Her- 
sche] in the humid atmosphere of the Cape of 
Good Hope—as high as 159 Fahrenheit—and 
by the traveller Stuart on the Macquaire 
river, in New South Wales, where, he says, 
“the ground was almost a molten surface, and 
if a match fell upon it-it immediately ig- 
nited.” 

If these physical laws governing the forma- 
tion of our deadly waves of heat were applied 
in our meterological researches decided prog- 
ress might be made in predicting their cecur- 
rence, intensity and duration. it would bea 
great step in this direction to take observa- 
tions, by means of captive balloons or other 
device, of the actual humidity of the higher 
atmospheric strata, and also of the upper air 
currents, which have much to do with the 
birth, the propagation and the breaking up of 
the “‘hot wave.”’

Take one year 
after another and the melon crop will pay 
better than cotton.

Mr. L. Mosely, a farmer living a short dis- 
tance from town, brought to our office yester- 
day morniuga curious and prolific specimen 
of the cucumber growth. It is a section of vine, 
eight inches in length, on which grow thirty 
cucumbers. The cucumbers are small, itis 
true, but trey are there ajl the same~perfect and 
well formed. Mr. Mosély also brought us in a 
lot of-other fine vegetables for our table, for all 
of which we are under many thanks. 

From the Marietta, Ga., Journal. 

Mr. Samuel Way has a field of German 
Millet, the stalks measuring five-and-a-half 
feet high. He finds anew variety of millet 
growing in the field, which has from twelve to 
thirteen suckers from the main stalk, ali fully 
headed, which will make twice as much as the 
German millet, and the stalks are far more 
tender. The seed was bought from Dr. 
Wright, and was mixed among the German 
millet. His crop is very fine and he has reason 
to be proud of the promising large yield. 
From the Fairburn, Ga., News. 

Does it pay to keep a cow? Mr.S. P.Christo- 
pher says it does. ‘ He has a Jersey cow which 
has for the past seven months given an aggte- 
gate of 585 gallons of milk, and 262} pounds of 
butter. At 20 cents per pound, the butter 
would bring $52.50; and allowing 10 cents per 
gallon, the buttermilk would bring $55.50, a 
total sum for milk and buiter of $111. Put 
the cost on her feed at 25 cents per day, and 
it would have amounted .to $52.50, leaving a 
profit of 358.50. Or in other words, at 25 cents 
a day for feed, the butter (at 20 cents per 
pound) would have paid for her food by $6, 
and left all the butter clear profit. These are 
reasonable figures,and perhaps it would pay 
you te give them some thought.

To exemplify what can be done in this most 
favorable clime of ours, Mr. Jo& Adams, of 
Montgomery county, has this. ye lanted 
two crops of corn, with, what you mig AY, 
the same seed. He planted the first time in 
March, an early maturing variety of seed, the 
production of which he gathered and again 
planted part of itin June. His prospects for 
a second crop of corn, as well as for a general 
crop, are very flattering indeed. Mr. Adams 
used to be identified with this section of coun- 
try when Dodge was yet Pulaski, and his rem- 
iniscences of those days are quite interesting. 
His many friends in Dodge county, by whom 
he is well remembered, will be glad to hear of 
the success he is making at farming.

From the window of the News and Adver- 
tiser office can be seen in all its beauty and 
stateliness a bearing pecan tree that is the 
coolest object visible these sweltering days. 
Its dark gteen foliage and dense shade of its 
spreading branches is as inviting as a spring 
in adesert. And, speaking of pecans, this 
soil and climate has proven its perfect adapta- 
bility to their successful growth. There are 
many trees in Albany that flourish as the 
green bay, and bear wealth of the nuts every 
year. Colonel Nelson Tift has cultivated 
these with great success, and now has them 
whosejbranches spread out over twentyfive feet 
square of ground. Other nut trees are being 
exerimented with, in this section. The Eng- 
lish walnut grows finely, and it is believed 
that the fruit wil mature, and prove of su- 
perior quality. 

Krom the Elberton, Ga., Gazette. 

One of the best crops that we have seen this 
year is that of Mr. J. J. Jones, one-and-a-half 
miles from town. He has aone horse crop, 
consisting of eight acres m cotton and twelve 
in corn,and if the season continues favorable, 
he will make at least eight bales of cotton and 
two hundred bushels of corn. In addition to 
this he has a fine pea and potato erop, and 
forage in abundance. He also made a crop of 
small grain—wheat and oats. His cotton 
is four feet wide between rows.and the limbs 
are now beginning to lap, and the stalks are 
loaded with fruit. Mr. Jones is one of the 
neatest farmers in the county, and everything 
on his place is kept in_ perfect order. These 
crops have all been made with his buggy horse 
al one hand, which he employs at $50 a year. 
He will make more clear money out of this 
one horse crop than many, farmers will with 
four horses » a half dozen hands. Success- 
ful farming does not consist in cultivating a 
large area of land, but in the thorough cuilti- 
vation of that which is planted, and economis- 
ing as much as possible in the number of 
horses and hands employed. 

From the Hawkinsville, Ga., News, 

In company with Dr. S. A. Riley, we visited 
the farm of Mr. J. J. Kinchen, one of Pu- 
laski’s most suecessful farmers, on Friday last. 
Our visit was wholly unexpected to Mr. Kin- 
chin, and we found him sweltering in the field 
among his hands. Mr. Kinchen has cultivated 
with five plows 150 acres of cotton and 75 
acres of corn, besides his crops of potatoes, 
cane, peas, ete. He also made over one thous- 
and bushels of oats. His cotton crop, if the 
seasons continue propitious, will yield over 
one hundred bales, and he will make not less 
than twelve hundred bushels of corn. His 
cotton. crop, taken as a whole, is good as any 
crop in the country, and it issaid that when 
‘hauling in’’ time comes Mr. Kinchen downs 
‘em all on the number of bales per plow. His 
cotton samples cannot be excelled and he gets 
better prices for his cotton, it is said, than any 
farmer in Pulaski county. He is one of the 
most practical, scientific and successful far- 
mers in Georgia, and makes his farm entirely 
self-sustaining. His over the river friends, as 
he calls them, may lookout for him this fall. 
He will be right there at the wind up of the 
race. On Mr. Kinchen’s farmis a field that 
has been cultivated during the past seventy- 
five years, and it will yield this year not less 
than fifteen bushels of corn per acre.

Last week we mentioned the fact of Paul F. 
Long going to Tumlin’s farm in search of 
relics. He was gone four days, and on his re- 
turn showed us what he had found. He spread 
out before us a lot of articles that were once 
used by the mound builders, a race of whom 
little is known. History gives no account of 
them, and all that is known of them is learned 
from the vessels, tools, images, etc.. once used 
by them and found now in the mounds erected 
by them. The North American Indians knew 
nothing about them; the Indians built no 
mounds, neither did they know who did build 
them. They had no tradition of their origin. 
It is supposed that the mounds now found 
were erected to mark the gravesof the chiefs of 
anow extinct race, and that their earthly 
goods were buried with them. AH their im- 
plements were wade of stone, and their cook 
vessels of clay. Mr. Long had a variety of 
articles, among them was a stone mortar and 
pestle, used to beat up corm, & piece 
of white marble about eight inches 
across, two inches thick, and was concayo-con- 
cave. Mr, Long said this was called a 
“chunkey stone,” and was probably used as a 
target. It had almost a hatful of arrow and 
spear heads, all made of flint and quite sharp 
on the sides and end. Also stone knives used 
to flesh hides, and to cut the bark off of trees.

also round granite balls about the size now 
used by school boys, and supposed to have heen 
used to play some kind of game. He had two 
small pots of i burned very hard, one hold- 
ing about a gill the other about @ quart, There 
was only one piece of metal in the lot, this was 
a tomahawk or ax, made of iron, abont three 
inches long and something over an inch W ide.

Atlanta Today. 
ENJOYENG A SEASON OF ACTIVITY AND PROG- 
JRESS OF THE SOLID KIND. 

During the year past, the south has enjoyed 
the rather questionable title of ‘‘Boomland.” 
Cities that could brush together a few thous- 
and dollars, have organized huge speculating 
companies, stocked them at fabulous fig- 
ures, and let in the original organizers on the 
“ground floor” plan. Tracts of suburban prop- 
erty have been bought, divided into “town 
lots,” and then sold off at such tempting 
prices as to catch the unwary man and his 
money. This is not the key to the problem of 
city building, and Atlanta has had none of it 
in hers. The progress of this city has been 
gradual and alsorapid. Her location is such 
that she has drawn naturally the overplus 
from the other towns that boomed themselves 
to death, and she will continue to dothis. The 
old idea that has prevailed for years, that no 
city of very great importance was ever built 
away from water outlet has been disproved in 
the case of Atlanta, until now the 
feeling is that with the modern 
idea of railroad building, an inland city has 
every possible advantage of a river or sea-port 
town. With this view of the case, Atlanta 
has forged ahead of her sisters until she is now 


. the largest city in the state, and her growth is 


beyond question. The prediction that 100,000 
population would be here in 1895, appears in 
no wise an exaggeration, since the present 
year promises to show not less than 7,000 more 
people at the end of it than were registered as 
residents at the beginning of it. Itis safe to 
say that for every man leaving Atlanta ten 
others come in to take his place. The cry that 
there are two many vacant houses here, does 
not, by any means, prove anything to the dis- 
paragement of the city, even if it Were true, 
for there is house-room enough now for 15,000 
more people than are here. There has been 
a large amount of building going 
for several years, not so much for today as for 
the future. In this way there was, fora period, 
an overplus of houses. But even this is no 
longer true, for there are fewer houses to rent 
than have been known for years, and the cas- 
ual observer who drives over the city will see 
that the number of residences and other build- 
ings going up is something remarkable. 

The condition of things, then, in Atlanta, 
unerringly point to a healthy growth, freed 
from the inflation idea, andas certain in its 
results as the shining sun is to warm the earth- 
With seven trunk lines of railroads already 
here, and four more that will be completed 
within a year, the city has already become a 
great thoroughfare for travel, and promises to 
distance all competitors for honors asa rail- 
road center. That another year will give 
us a full dozen roads, appears 
now to be resultant upon the bare time and la. 
bor required to construct them. There never 
was a time when the people were more hope- 
ful, energetic and progressive. If one stone 
have been left unturned that could infjany way 
add credit to the city, or invite people to come 
in and live with us, it is not known. We give 
the visitors the best streets, beautifully paved | 
the finest hotels, the handsomest parks, the 
most elegant residences and the heartiest kind 
of an old-fashioned Georgia welcome. No 
man ever came here from the porth who was 
not impressed at the elegant character of our 
buildings and the general air of thrift and push 
that isin the very atmosphere. Competition 
at home has done much to make us a “‘smart’» 
people in the yankee sense, and the great di- 
versity of interests represented in every branch 
of industry has given us a proud record as 
a manufacturing and commercial city. It is 
not an exaggeration nor a misstatement to say 
that there is more money invested in industrial 
enterprises here than in any southern city. 
The visitor is never struck with a multitude of 
towering smokestacks, and if he were told that 
there are $9,000,000 and 11,000 operatives in di- 
versified industrial enterprises here he would 
not believe it. Stillitisa fact. These small 
industries are scattered everywhere. White- 
hall street is full of them; so is Peachtree, De- 
catur, Marietta, Broad and a score of other 
thoroughfares. Little back rooms, little side 
houses on back streets—any place that can 
house a dozen operatives, have been utilized, 
and a journey up the stairways on Whitehall 
would reveal a host of working people alone 
that would prove astonishing.

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THE RAILROADS. 

Atlanta occupies today a position almost un- 
paralleled in the south, in its peculiar rela- 
tions to the great railway systems that seek to 
control the transportation business between 
this section and both the north and west. She 
is the local point in Georgia of four stupen- 
dous railroad combinations—the Central, the 
Richmond and Danville, the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia, and the Louisville and 
Nashville systems of railway, including thous- 
ands of miles of track, radiating through a 
quarter of the vast union, and involving hund_ 
reds of millions of property. 

Besides this, through the Georgia railroad, 
Atlanta connects with the great Coast Line 
system. She has direct communication with 
Brunswick, Savannah, Port Royal, Charleston 
and Norfolk, the south Atlantic sea ports. She 
is on the grand trunk air-line route from New 
Orleans to Richmond, Washington, Balti- 
more, Philadalphia, New York and Boston. 
She has by the Georgia Pacffic direct connec- 
tion through the measureless iron and coal 
mines of Alabama with the valley of the 
Mississippi river. She is on the dividing line 
between the west andthe ocean, the cotton 
belt and the mountains. And by the Central 
and East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
systems she grasps the vast travel and orange 
traffic from Florida. 

It is no accident that this supreme pre-emi- 
nence has fallen to Atlanta, butit is the re- 
sult of adequate causes—her geographical ade 
vantages, and the enterprise of her citizens. 

Atlanta has now eight trunk railroads termi- 
nating in the city. The Georgia railroad, 171 
miles, to Augusta, completed 1843. Macon and 
Western, 103 miles, to Macon, completed 1845. 
Western and Atlantic, 138 miles, to Chatta- 
nooga, completed 1851. Atlanta and West 
Point, 87 mifes, to West Point, completed 1855. 
Air-Line, 260 miles, to Charlotte, completed 
1873. East Tennessee road, 85 miles, to Macon, 
completed 1882. East Tennessee road, 91 miles, 
to Rome, completed 1883. Georgia Pacific, 175 
miles, to Brmingham, completed 1883. The 
Marietta and North Georgia, to Ellijay. These 
railroads have various branches and feeders 
penetrating all sections of Georgia and sur- 
rounding states. 

These lines have all been extended and en- 
larged. The Georgia railroad now embraces 
317 miles of road; the Macon and Western, 
now the Central, includes 1,455 miles; the At- 
lanta and West Point runs through cars to 
Montgomery, Mobile and New Orleans. The 
Air-Line is part of the Richmond and Danville 
system of over 2,550 miles; and the Kast Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia scheme embraces 
fully 2,575-miles. The Georgia Pacific ig being 
extended to the Mississippi river. The Mari- 
etta and North Georgia will soon penetrate 

North Carolina. 
THE CENTRA™ RAILROAD. 

This vast scheme connects Atlanta with Ma- 
con and Savannah, and by ocean steamer with 
the northern Atiantic seaports. By the South- 
western road it gives our gate city a straight 
railway access to southwestern Georgia and 
Florida, and also by way of Columbus with 
Alabama. Goods are shipped from New York 
to Atlanta by one continuous freight system 
under one management. 

THE GEORGIA RAILROAD, 

The Georgia road has a powerful bank con- 
nected with it—one of the most solid institu. 
tions in the state. 

This railroad passes through and into twenty 
counties of the state, the richest and most fer- 
tile, taking them as a whole, having an aggre- 
gate of $98,838,879 of wealth, and $37,316,280 of 
city property; manufacturing $16,350,164 of 
products, and producing a total of $12,085,076 
of farm crops, including 158,968 bales of cotton 
and 5,050,000 bushels of grain, 

This road connects Atlanta with the Rich 
mond Air line, the Wilmington Coast line, 
and the Charleston steamers by the venerable 
yet vital South Carolina railroad, thus being 
the conduct pipe, as it were, for three vast 
leading lines of transportation to the North. 

THE GEORGIA PACIFIC RAILWAY. 

This road is an extension of the Richmond 
and Danville system. Its line, as located and 
partly completed, extends from Atlanta, the 
capital of Georgia, directly westward thrangh 
Anniston and Birmingham, Ala., to Colum- 
bus. Miss.; and thence either to Greenville, on 
the Mississippi river, or to Arkansas City, 
higher up, From its point of crossing it may 
have additional lines of extension into Texas, 
and finally to the Pacific const, Itis now 
completed beyond Columbus, Miss. 

THE RICHMOND AND DANVILLE 
system has 2,229 miles of road now in opera- 
tion, and connecting Atlanta with the states 


of Virgina, North Carolina, South §Carolina 


and Georgia, in such a way as 
most important points with Washington, Bal- 
timore, Philadelphia and New York. To this 
system the Georgia Pacific railway, with its 
branches, when completed, will add 700 miles, 
and will open up a region of country exceed- 
ingly rich in mineral, forest and agricultural re- 
sources, ® large proportion of which has hitherto 
been without even the ordinary facilities for 
transportation. 

THE EAST TENNESSER, VIGINIA AND GEORGIA 

RAILROAD. 

This extensive railroad system connects At- 
lanta direct with Rome and Macon; gives a 
second straight line to the Atlantic, termina- 
ting at Brunswick, our own port, and offers a 
grand trank line tothe north by way of East 
Tennessee. It affordsa continuous freight 
alike to Norfolk and our own sea coast, 

THE WESTERN AND ATLANTIC RAIEROAD. 

This road, known as the State road, was built 
by the state to give us connection with the 
great west. It was finished in 1850. It was 
destroyed during the war and rebuilt by the 
state, and the bonds will be due in 1886 that 
were used for the purpose. 

This line of road has been a powerful little 
railway in the southern transportation schemes, 
holding its monopoly of strength and business 
amid toppling syndicates, unaffected in rush of 
great changes and the war of massive systems, 
making all the stupendous enterprises of steel 
track, representing millions of aggressive capi- 
tal, pay tribute to its sovereignty. This road 
joins Atlanta to Chattanooga, where the great 
Louisville and Nashville system withits net 
#vork of railways over the immense west, and 
the Cincinnati Southern tapping the north- 
west, pour a vast volume of business. 

THE MARIETTA AND NORTH GEORGIA RAILROAD. 

It now has a potential feeder in the narrow 
gauge railroad called the Marietta and North 
Georgia railroad, which bids fair to revolution- 
ize the marble and stone business of the south.

ATLANTA'S CAPITAL. 


How the Money is Owned, and 
How it Increases. 


SIX NEW BANKS FOR 1887. 


An Aggregate Capita) of $2,600,000 Now, 
With a Total Available Capital of 
Nearly 33,000,000—-A Heal- 
thy Showing. 


Notwithstanding the claims of other south- 
ern cities as to their phenomenal growth, At- 


lanta today stands pat on her record, and is 
willing to be judged accordingly. The fact 


remains, and no one can gainsay it, that At- 
lanta people feel a justly merited pride in the 
city’s development, and how dearly they love 
to talk it is understood by everybody who has 
ever seen an Atlanta man away from home, 
Talking, however, does not always count, and 
Tus CONSTITUTION proposes to do a little ex- 
hibiting of resources, which will doubtless, 
open the eyes of those not posted on facts 
about the peerless capital of Georgia, and her 
resources. 

It must be borne in mind that while our 
natural advantages are superior in every res- 
pect to nearly every city in the south, at the 
same time, there have been certain disadvan- 
tages, which, had they been removed, would 
have made Atlanta’s record without a parallel 
n American history. What these disadvan- 
tages are—and they are rapidly disappearing— 
will be better appreciated further on in this 
article. 

Unlike cities, Atlanta 
was a the end of 
the war, and began her work of rebuilding 
with 400 or 500 inhabitants and no money. 
This latter deficiency has clung close to her 
skirts the entire time until within two or 
three years past. Money, or the lack of it, has 
been the city’s greatest drawback. Now, 
however, this want has been measurably de- 
creased. Within the year passed there was 
less than $900,000 paid up banking capital 
here, but it has since been raised to $2,500,000 
paid up capital, with a total available capital, 
including surplus, undivided profits and de- 
posit percentage, amounting to about $8,- 
500,000. 

Probably no better way could be adopted 
to show how lively Atlanta has worked than 
by making afew comparisons. Atlanta, last 
year, with her $900,000 banking capital, did a 
total business of $105,000,000, while Augusta, 
with $7,000,000 banking capital, showed, ac- 
cording to the Chronicle, $40,000,000 worth of 
business in all branches. Savannah has $9,000, 
000 banking capital, Nashville $6,000,000, 
yet neither of these cities do as large 
a business as Atlanta. From a recent publica- 
tion on the industries ‘of Nashville, the dry- 
goods trade is put down at $5,000,000, while 
Atlanta's dry goods trade is $10,000,000. In 
groceries, Nashyille shows $5,000,000, also, 
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an annual commerce of $19,000,090, Knoxville 
$35,000,000 and Chattanooga,$30,000,000. These 
are the simplest comparisons and yet they can 
be carried much§farther to illustrate the ex. 
tent of Atlanta's worth as a commercial center, 
Nota city has been named whose territory At- 
lanta has not trenched upon in legitimate 
trade competition, and we are now selling 
goods six hundred miles from our doors. 

It was nothing more than natural @ year 
ago, that 990 men ont of every 1,000 would 
have answered the question, ‘“‘What does At- 
lanta most need ?’’[by saying. “More money.” 
This urgent demand has at last commenced 
to be satisfied. Money is rapidly coming in 
and the fact that five new banks have 


been started this year, is an eloqnent tribute 
to the commercial importance of the city as 
understood by those who have the placement 
of ready cash for investment. There appears 
to be no let up in the money tide turned 
toward Atlanta, In additionn to the banking 
capital that has eome in, there is almost every 
day some acknowledgement from a banker, 
real estate firm or stock; broker, of money sent 
here for investment. Last week, Mr. Lowry, 
the banker, received two checks from St. 
Louis, amounting to $46,000, which was in- 
vested at a paying rate the day following. Be- 
sides these facts, almost all the leading insur- 
ance companies have established headquarters 
here, the later ones being the New York Mut- 
ual Life, and the Fire association of Philadel- 
phia, the latter changing headquarters for the 
south from Louisville to-Atlanta. 

In the bank statement presented below, there 
is by no means a fair estimate of the monied 
resources of Atlanta. The private capital 
has not been considered, which» must amount 
to over $5,000,000 or more, and much of itis 
available in the every day business of the city. 
The tax digest for 1886 shows about $33,000,000 
taxable and non-taxable property in Atlanta. 
A more inaccurate estimate of the actual 
wealth ofa city could not be given than this: 
The most liberal-minded banker in the city 
informs the writer that with the bonds and 
other securities held by the people here, the 
total volume of wealth cannot fall far short of 

50,000,000. This is about one-seventh of the 
total taxable property of the entire state. 
Still, there are several more wealthy commu- 
nities in Georgia than Atlanta. Macon, Sa- 
vannah and Augusta are far better off in 
wealth—much of it not returnable, however— 
than Atlanta, and yet these very communities 
do not appear to have done as much for them” 
selves as their conditions, financially, warrant. 
Suppose Atlanta had Savannah’s 
banking capital? It would make us a city of 
125,000 people in five years. Money in business, 
that is, available money, means development 
and progress from a commercial standpoint 
that nothing else will give; and these things 
mean additional population in proportion. 

To carry out the idea of Atlanta’s wonderful 
strides under strenuous disadvantages, it must 
be borne in mind that the most annoying dis. 
criminations have been made against us under 
the pooling rules, so that Nashville, Macon, 
Savannah, Augusta and Charleston and other 
cities have had every possible advantage, par- 
ticularly in western produce, cotton and other 
rates. But in the face of every discrimination, 
we have sold guanos under the very roses of 
dealers from the cities named. How was this 
possible? Simply because Atlanta merchants 
have been active and have turned over a dollar 
ten times while her neighbors have been look. 
ing to see if the same dollar were of the ‘‘trade”’ 
or “buzzard’’ yariety. 


The Banks in Detail. 


WHO RUN THEM AND THE CAPITAL THEY EM- 
PLOY. 

With those in operation,and others organized 
for the fall business, there are now fifteen pros- 
perous banks in Atlanta,against eight in 1856,a 
gain of sevenin 1887. These seven new banks 
bring in a capital, paid up, of $1,240,000, or an 
available capital of $2,555,000, with individual 
responsibilities amounting to over $5,000,000. 
This raises the paid up capital to $2,605,000, 
individual responsibilities to $8,000,000 and 
available capital to $7,877,000. A detailed 
mention of the banks is given herewith, in 
order to show the character of the men at the 
head of these institutions. 

GATE CITY NATIONAL BANK. 

L. J. Hill, president; A. M. Hill, vice-presi- 
dent; Edward S. McCandless, cashier. The 
capital is $250,000, surplus $50,000, undivided 
profits $16,000, deposits $800,000, number of 
depositors 1,000, loans and _ discounts 
$850.000, circulation $45,000, indi- 
vidual responsibilities twice the 
capital, or $500,000. With the possible excep- 
tion of Colonel E. W. Cole’s safety deposit 
vaults at Nashville, the Gate City bank has, 
probably, the finest vaults in the South. 
They are double vaults, for books and cash. 

The bank has a savings department paying 
three per cent interest on deposits of four 
months, four per cent at six months, and four 
and a half per cent at twelve months. 

NEAL LOAN AND BANKING COMPANY. 

This is a chartered banking institution, with 
$100,000 paid up capital,started this year. They 
have in addition to their cash capital,$350,000 
belonging to the Neal estate, which the bank 
will use for a number of years without inter- 
est. The undivided profits now amount to 
$45,000. There isa savings department whose 
depositors draw four per centinterest. Mr, T. 
B. Neal is president, John Keely, vice presi- 
dent, and E. H. Thornton, cashier. The in- 
dividual responsibilities amount to $750,000.

Professor N. 8. Shaler, of Harvard univer- 
sity, contributes another of his notable papers 
on scientific subjects from a popular point of 
View. 
Atmosphere,”’ and the article includes a clear, 
logiods explanation of the genesis of all kinds 
of storms, dwelling particularly upon the 
origin and development of tornadoes and 
cyclones. The illustrations include many 
photographs of the disastrous effects of torna- 
does in our western states. The most notable 
of them is a reproduction of two instantaneous 
photographs of a tornado, taken on June 6, 
1887, by C. L. Judd, of Jamestown, Dakota. 
These are believed to be the only such photo- 
graps so published, and from their entire noy- 
elty will have the greatest interest. Professor 
Shaler’s article gives some hints as to the best 
mcthods of guarding against loss of life from 
these great storins. 

There is also a bountiful supply of fiction, 
but the great attraction of the number is the 
Thackeray correspondence.

The children and nobody haven’t seen me 
except at night; and now though the work is just 
done, (lam just returned from taking it to the 
Times office) I hardly see the paper before me, so 
utterly beat, nervous, biliousand overcomelI feel; 
80 you see you chose a yery bad day, ma’am, for a 
letter from yours very sincerely. If you were at 
Codogan Place I would walk in, I dare say, say God 
bless you, and then ask leaye to gotosleep. Now 
you must be thinking of coming back to Pimlico 
soon, forthe lectures are to beginon thelith. I 
tried the great room at Wiltis’s yesterday, and re- 
cited part of the muitiplication table to a waiter at 
the opposite end, so as to try the voice, He said he 
could bear perfectly, and I daresay he could, but 
the thoughts somehow swell and amplify with that 
high-pitched voice and elaborate distinctness. As I 
perceive how poets become selfish, I see how orators 
become humbugs and selfish in their way, too, ab- 
sorbed in that selfish pursuit and turning of periods. 
It is curious to take these dips into a life new to me 
as yet, and try itand see how I like it, isn’t it? Ah 
me, idleness is best; that is, quiet and repose of 
mind and somebody to love and be fond of, and nil 
adniirari in fine. 

Here is a glimpse of Thackeray’s religion:

The views of one who has been so successful 
as a story writer as William D. Howells, upon the 
requisites of writing a good short story, must 
naturally be interesting. The novelist said on the 
subject a few daysago: ‘The American short story 
writers have done excellent work in: that line. This 
country, I think, is a fine field for short story writers. 
The demand for short stories of a high order always 
extsts. The novelist and short story writer do not 
necessarily exist in one, tor I know of few novelists 
who can write short stories of ahighorder. It 
seems to be a separate art, and the greater does not, 
as a rule, include the less. Many short story writers 
cannot write novels; it is beyond their province and 
art. ladmit that you seldom ever find 2 novelist, 
though, who has not written short stories. I advise 
young writers by all means to practice on short 
stories and work them out in a natural and 
plausible manner. It an intricate plot is used 
yn a short story, it is usually all plot and little story. 
Inshort story writing the same methods should 
hold good asin novel writing. No attempt should 
be made to write inan artificial way. If I write 
anything inan affected style my feelings almost 
immediately repudiate itand destroy what I have 
written. Artificial methods are often brought about 
by*an attefaptto be humorous. Humor is some- 
thing that flows naturally and cannot be forced. If 
Ishould offer any advice to any young writers, I 
would ask them to write as they feel and avoid 
striving after grand effects. A sensible, concise 
style is always more forcible than a stiff and unnat- 
uralone. Then, too, I would caution them not to 
take any modd, but to writeup éverything as they 
conceive it, holding the characters up to. human 
Nature so closely thatany one who reads could dis- 
cover real and not imp © people.” 

The last number of The Quarterly Review pre 
sents this penetrating characterization of Shelley-

' Features oe ts Speculative Movement In 


rain and Produce, 
Special to The Constitution. 

CHICAGO, July 23~An eight-foot stalk of corn 
was passed around the pit this morning, but it did 
not break the market. August was even a shade 
stronger than yesterday, opening at 3744c and quick’ 
ly selliag at 8744e. Trading was active, though of a 
character to keep prices up. 

A slightly bearish tendency existed in wheat. 
August opened lower at 70c, and fell back +4c, then 
hovering between 69%4@70c, 

The arrival of-~only 6,000 hogs at the yards and 5@ 
10c advance in prices there had a slightly elevating 
inflnence on provisions, short ribs opening at 8.00 
and keeping up to that. Practically nothing tran- 
spired during the first hour. Corn kept steady 
around 374¢c, and wheat equally unmoved at a frac- 
tion under 70c. The only thing showing an ad- 
vance was short ribs, and these only moved 2". 
The symqtoms early were that wheat would be 
heavy, and these were not belied. The market was 
extremely dull all day, and in the last hour tended 
steadily downward, At no time was August over 
70%, ahd shortly after noon it touched 69%4c. This 
narrow range was made cntirely by the jlocal scalp- 

ing element. Although the prospects are for a ma- 


' terial reduction in Chicago wheat stocks this week, 


the market was not appreciably firmer by it. One 
estimate makes 1,500,000 bushels less wheat than a 
week ago. 

The last half hour was hard on all specula- 
tive values. No. 2 corn was hampered a lit- 
tle harder, for there was a great number of trades in 
it, and many of them anxious to sell out.
